The $20 notes of the first Continental Currency issue are very desirable. 
Notes of this denomination were printed individually on thin, weak white 
paper. Benjamin Franklin supplied this paper that was polychromed 
along the left edge due to the marbling process. The $20 denomination 
did not have any border cuts and were wider and shorter than the other 
nine denominations of the issue. PCGS notes multiple restorations, 
design redrawn, and pieces replaced. The restorations are major, covering 
large pieces of each end. The work is short of perfect, but was performed 
well enough to give the note an extremely nice overall appearance. 
The last piece that we auctioned at the PCGS Apparent 25 grade level 
was the Eric Newman example. It realized $2,640 in our January FUN 
2022 auction. Our current offering has much greater eye appeal than 
Mr. Newman’s since it is complete and the polychrome is much bolder. 
Therefore, tonight’s example should bring much more.

The First United States issue, named for the placement of “The United 
States” into the top border cut, has traditionally been considered the 
second hardest resolution to find. The denominations printed were the 
same as the prior three, but the $30 back was replaced with a nature 
print. The emblem at the left shows a hand bleeding from thorn pricks; 
the motto is SUSTINE VEL ABSTINE (Either survive or give up). On 
page 78 of the fifth edition, Newman describes the emblem as: “A hand 
gathering food is bleeding due to pricks from thorns.” Franklin’s writes in 
his Account that the emblem is, “a thorny bush [America], which a hand 
[Britain] seems attempting to eradicate.” Why their explanations differ is 
unknown and merits further study. The PMG Population Report shows 
a mere three Uncirculated examples and an AU 55 EPQ better than this 
note. That PMG AU 55 EPQ sold for $2,520 as part of our 2021 Colonial 
Valley collection.

A Connecticut Colonial note rarity in excellent condition. Commencing 
in 1755, the Connecticut bills were designed uniformly. The format was 
smaller than the “tall” bills of credit prior to 1750. This example is print- 
ed on laid paper by Timothy Green, New London, with his imprint on 
the back in a cartouche surrounded by a block of ornaments with winged 
angel heads. Intricate bordering on the face includes floral motifs and 
cornucopias. An emblem is displayed at the lower left. This ex: Ford/Boyd 
note is a contemporary counterfeit and the only one in his collection. 
Uncancelled and simply beautiful. The grade is extraordinary, and this 
elite note represents another outstanding opportunity to obtain a type 
that is perhaps offered once in a generation.

While high grade uncancelled examples from the 1776 issues are rela- 
tively common, it is a much different example with these small change 
notes. These were almost always slash cancelled, and finding a nice, well 
signed, and boldly printed example without a cancel is a real treat. This is 
the highest graded example by PMG across all denominations, and is cer- 
tainly the nicest example we have offered. We last sold this same note for 
$1,140 in our 2019 FUN sale. In today’s more advanced market it certainly 
will warrant several extra bids to obtain it.

Printed Note 
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20012 Delaware June 1, 1759 1s PCGS Banknote Very Fine 20 Details. 
The Act of June 1, 1759 authorized £27,000 in legal tender Bills of Credit, 
including £20,000 to replace the entire February 28, 1746 issue and to 
be used for new loans until 1773. The remaining £7,000 was for public 
expenses and was redeemed in specie after 1762. This example is signed 
by David Hall, William Armstrong, and John Barns and was printed by 
Benjamin Franklin and David Hall. The lowest denominations from this 
series were printed uniface. The printing quality is excellent, with both 
the coat of arms vignette at lower right and the top and bottom border 
cuts displaying remarkable detail. PCGS Banknote cites repairs, and 
minor design redrawn, which is quite elusive and upon candling the note 
against a light source it becomes apparent that the center fold has been 
modestly reinforced. The highest denominations, especially the 20 shil- 
ling note, account for an overwhelming majority of the known examples 
from this series. This is one of roughly four 1 shilling notes that have 
been seen in the past quarter century, and the finest of that group by leaps 
and bounds. The Newman note graded PCGS Fair 2 and the other two 
graded by PMG were Fair 2 Net and Good 6 Net.

20013 Delaware June 1, 1759 2s PCGS Banknote About Unc 53. 
Franklin and Hall-imprinted notes have interested Colonial Currency 
collectors for well over a century. This is one of the finest known B. 
FRANKLIN and D. HALL Delaware notes known. The vast major- 
ity of these notes from Delaware, from all series and denominations, are 
Good with splitting or even of lesser quality. Most are damaged in some 
manner. This example is crisp as a board, lightly creased, and devoid 
of any splits. The details on the front are sharp, and the signatures of 
Armstrong, Hall, and Barns are as clear and bold as the day pen was 
put to paper. As with the 1 shilling note in the previous lot, these low 
denomination notes were printed uniface. The printing quality is superb, 
particularly as evidenced by the coat of arms vignette at upper right, as 
well as the top and bottom border cuts. Grading cites “Minor Mounting 
Remnants,” but we really do not notice them through the holder. This 
example is in exceptional grade and provides an important opportu- 
nity to obtain an elite note from the popular Franklin and Hall-imprinted 
series. As noted in the previous lot, virtually all of the known notes from 
this series are the higher denominations, and that statistic holds doubly 
true for any examples of quality. PMG has not graded a single 2 shilling 
note, and as far as we are aware, this is the only one graded by PCGS 
Banknote. From the esteemed collections of names such as Ford, Affleck, 
and Ball. The only equal or finer examples that we know of are all 20 
shilling notes. The Boyd collection note, which is the only uncirculated 
piece known, graded PCGS New 62PPQ and sold for a staggering $12,650 
a dozen years ago. We sold the Newman note, graded PCGS Apparent 
About New 53 for $3,840 in a much weaker market than exists today. 
Finally, we sold a PMG AU 55 for $6,600 as part of the Colonial Valley 
collection. Tonight’s offering is in the same breath as those others and by 
the time the hammer has fallen, our conservative estimate should prove 
to have been a grievous underestimation.

This wonderfully 
margined, boldly printed, and deeply embossed example should have 
little problem besting its previous price realization of $2,232.50 in our 
2015 Long Beach sale.

20020 Georgia 1762 10s Ship PCGS Banknote Very Fine 20 Details. 
All notes from this early Georgia series are Rare to Extremely Rare. 
Printed on laid paper, this denomination type is ornamental, with bor- 
ders all around, the left side indent, and the Ship vignette at lower right. 
A varied group of ornaments are seen. Signatures of Harris, Martin, 
Wylly, and Powell are noted, with a fifth faint but illegible at right next 
to the ship vignette. A vast majority of the notes extant are with the 5 
shilling Native American vignette. This 10 shilling Ship vignette piece 
is incredibly rare, with the only other example known, sold by us from 
the Newman collection. PCGS Banknote cites repairs, severed and reat- 
tached and signatures redrawn. That is all far worse than what exists in 
reality. The Newman note might share the same grade, but it was backed 
and barely held together even with the backing. There is no comparison 
between tonight’s prize and that note. This same ex: Ford note sold for 
$2,520 in the 2004 Ford III sale. Rare and incredibly desirable.

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20021 Georgia Lighthouse Certificate Printed 9 in date May 7, 1769 
£1 PCGS Banknote Choice Fine 15 Details. 

This rare issue consisted of a total circulation of £2,200 of £1 certificates 
spread across two different varieties. The first variety has a written “9” 
in the date and the second variety has a printed “9” in the date. The 
example in this lot is of the latter variety. The purpose of the issue was to 
rebuild the lighthouse on Tybee Island at the Savannah River entrance. 
Two lighthouses had previously succumbed to natural disasters at this 
location. John Mullryne constructed a 100 foot brick tower in 1773 as 
the third lighthouse, which lasted until 1862. Fully issued with serial 
number and five signatures of Noble Jones, Grey Elliott, Noble Wimberly 
Jones, John Milledge, and John Smith. Printed boldly in red and black 
text. Varying border ornamentation is seen on each side, with the left 
border displaying a wavy indent. PCGS Banknote cites “Multiple Repairs, 
Minor design redrawn.” The overall eye appeal wielded by this bright and 
superbly printed piece is as nice as any we have seen. Although graded 
Choice Fine 15, it looks Very Fine all day long. The only recent example 
we sold was a PCGS Currency Apparent Very Fine 25 that we sold twice 
with an average realized price of $7,500.

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20022 Georgia 1774 5s PCGS Banknote Very Fine 20 Details. 

The note in this lot has solid serial number 555, with” Five Shillings” 
boxed at lower right, and is fully issued with six signatures of Noble 
Jones, Thomas Shruder, James Houstoun, John Jamieson, Nathaniel Hall, 
and Netherclift. The pleasing border ornamentation with an especially 
detailed left border indent is printed on laid paper. The note displays an 
engraved due date of December 31, 1777, by which time the entire issue 
was called into the Treasury to be either redeemed or destroyed. PCGS 
Banknote cites repairs, design redrawn, severed and reattached. While 
apparently true, it does not detract from the incredible visual impact 
exuded by this rare oversized note. This same note sold for just under 
$3,000 in the Ford III sale of 2004. It would not be at all surprising to see 
this rare and extraordinary example best that figure.

All five signatures remain visible on this appealing $4 Orange Seal note 
with the liberty cap emblem. The motto is LIBERTAS CARIOR AURO 
(freedom is more precious than gold). Well margined on all sides with 
bright paper and a well impressed and detailed orange seal. PCGS 
Banknote has cited a small edge tear in the right margin and a minor 
pencil annotation on verso. We have only seen a single example above the 
Very Fine grade level.

The example in this lot is a small format note with the Floating Jugs seal 
and has a Friedberg number of GA-84 plus serial number 8484. It is of the 
border (c) variety and has five dark penned signatures. It is beautifully 
balanced and perfect for the type. The margins are close at some portions 
of the ornaments, but overall, the margins are superior to what is nor- 
mally encountered for the emission. This is another superb type note in 
this auction with an Eric P. Newman provenance. We have auctioned only 
three different examples of this note, and all three were once part of the 
Newman Collection. In fact, the highest grade of that trio by ten points 
was earned by the piece in this lot.

A visually enticing uniface example that displays a very bold, deep orange 
ship vignette and five dark black ink signatures that look like they were 
laid down this morning and not 246 years ago. The red ink “in” is found 
on the sixth line that reads, “Two Dollars, in Continental.” The other 
variety for the $2 denomination of this issue has the word “in” in black 
ink. We have auctioned a mere three different examples of this note with 
this piece from the Eric P. Newman Collection appearing in our April 
2015 CSNS auction where it garnered a winning bid of $1,880.

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20026 Georgia October 16, 1786 2s 6d PCGS Banknote Extremely 
Fine 40 Details. 

This note from the final Georgia issue is boldly signed, well printed, and 
extremely attractive. Even the Freeman signature in red has not faded. 
Printed by John E. Smith in Augusta from an intricate Abernethie- 
engraved plate. At the upper left is a vignette of the 1777 Georgia 
Constitution and the motto PRO BONO PUBLICO (For the public good). 
The note has seen some light circulation, but amazingly for this thin 
paper, it has not acquired a single split, hole, or problem of any kind. The 
Details grade from PCGS mentions minor masking, however we cannot 
see this through the holder. A healthy majority of the notes we see from 
this series are the 20 shilling denomination. From the front this note 
appears to be nearly uncirculated, but from the back we see a faint fold or 
two. The only nicer 2s 6d notes we have sold were a PCGS Apparent EF 
45 that realized $1,800 a decade ago, and a raw AU note that topped the 
$5,000 mark two decades ago. In the Ford X sale of 2005 this same note 
brought $1,725. A very beautiful note which any collector would be proud 
to own.

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20027 La Banque (Royale) January 1, 1720 100 Livres Tournois Pick 
#A17b PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

These technically French notes (and listed in the Standard Catalogue of 
World Paper Money) were Royal issues created by Scottish born John Law 
in order to stimulate investments in the New World. The earliest Banque 
Generale notes (1716-1718), signed by Law himself, are virtually unob- 
tainable. They were replaced by rarely seen 1719 Banque Royale notes. 
This second series January 1, 1720 note is printed on white indented 
paper and has bold watermark near the left lettering. These La Louisiane 
notes have been collected in the American series for generations and are 
listed in Eric Newman’s Early Paper Money of America. The 10 Livres 
Tournois notes only have a serial number but no signatures. This 100 
Livres Tournois note has a serial number and all three required signa- 
tures. Couple that with the fact that this note is housed in a comment 
free PMG holder, a rare occurrence indeed, and there should be fireworks 
before the hammer falls.

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20028 La Banque (Royale) January 1, 1720 10 Livres Tournois Pick 
#A16b PCGS Banknote Very Fine 30 Details. 

La Louisiane notes, collected in the American series for generations, are 
historic artifacts reflecting the intersection of 18th Century European 
“Bubble” financing schemes and the North American continent. The ter- 
ritory was expansive and surrounded the Mississippi River as it flowed 
south from present-day Wisconsin and drained into the Gulf through 
New Orleans. Importantly, the land surrounding St. Louis, the even- 
tual Missouri Territory, and later State of Missouri were included. These 
technically French notes (and listed in the Standard Catalogue of World 
Paper Money) were Royal issues created by Scottish born John Law in 
order to stimulate investments in these New World territories. The earli- 
est Banque Generale notes (1716-1718), signed by Law himself, are virtu- 
ally unobtainable. They were replaced by rarely seen 1719 Banque Royale 
notes. PCGS Banknote comments “Repaired edge tears.” This second 
series July 1, 1720 note is quite scarce and printed on white indented 
paper. A lovely example.

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20029 Maryland March 1, 1770 $1/9 PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 
EPQ. 

The highest graded example by a whopping 55 grade points of the paltry 
four of this number examined by PMG. Our archives further inform us 
that the highest graded of this number that we have previously offered 
was a PCGS Currency 55 piece that realized $1,800 in January 2018. We 
also observe the bold signatures of both R(obert) Coudon and J(ohn) 
Clapham. This issue was printed by the mother and son printers of Anne 
Catherine and W(illiam) Green. William was one of 14 children born to 
printers Jonas and Anne Catherine Green. Their house would be expand- 
ed in the 1740s to make room for a print shop, a post office, and their 
large family. Jonas died on April 11, 1767 and the Maryland legislature 
chose Anne to succeed her husband as the official printer of the colony of 
Maryland. She took on her son William as a partner in the printing busi- 
ness. The widow Green passed away on March 23, 1775.

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20030 Maryland June 28, 1780 $3 PCGS Banknote Gem Unc 65 PPQ. 
The “Guaranteed by the United States” notes were issued by eight of 
the original thirteen colonies. The 1780 Continental Congress resolu- 
tion authorized the states to redeem the Continental Currency and cre- 
ated these special, federally backed notes. Within the Colonial Currency 
series, they are accurately removed as a subset, as they are directly tied 
to the Continental Currency conversion and redemption. Therefore, it is 
essential to collect them with the Continentals. Printed by Hall & Sellers, 
they share a hybrid appearance and have color emblems on the back that 
were used on the 1779 Continental notes. This is a very sharp looking 
Guaranteed by the United States note from Maryland, fully issued and 
signed by Nicholas Harwood and John Callahan on the face, and counter- 
signed by Benjamin Harwood on the back. A bold orange back vignette 
shows the emblem originally used on the January 14, 1779 Continental 
Currency resolution notes. A gorgeous example, this note shows face to 
back registration that is nearly perfect. The back margins are perfect and 
clear all around. Top Pop at both grading services for the $3 denomina- 
tion, this note is tied with three others for Top Pop for all denominations 
from this series. All of these factors come together to make this an excel- 
lent type note opportunity or the genesis of a Maryland denomination 
set. This pristine note is likely to exceed our conservative estimate.

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20031 Maryland October 17, 1780 $1/10 PCGS Banknote Very Fine 
20 Details. 

The note in this lot is signed by Thomas Johnson, Jr. and printed on laid 
paper. Similar in nature to the June 8, 1780 “Black Money” notes, it has 
a smaller format size. The face is typeset with different style border cuts 
than on previous issues. Border ornamentation includes an alternating 
crown, fleur-de-lis, and rose face patterns. The back shows the Maryland 
State Arms at center and the imprint “Printed by F. Green.” PCGS 
Banknote cites “Minor edge repairs.” Even when held to a light source 
any possible problems are negligible and hardly worthy of mention. Wide 
margins on all sides with the right border selvage clearly evident. One of 
only two $1/10 notes that we have seen graded or appear at auction in the 
past quarter century. The other was a similarly graded example from the 
Newman collection. A look at that note and compared next to the present 
example shows two completely different states of preservation. Newman’s 
example sold in 2015 for $2,500 and it simply cannot hold a candle to this 
ex: Ford/Boyd note which sold for over $5,000 in 2006.

Extremely Rare July 8, 1775 Series 
Revere Copperplate Note 


20032 Massachusetts July 8, 1775 14s PCGS Banknote Very Fine 30 
Details. 

Only a handful of notes have been graded for all denominations from this 
entire series; PMG currently shows three notes and we can find auction 
records for a couple of PCGS graded examples. This unlikely survivor is 
from a very rare issue, the third example we have sold of any denomina- 
tion and the second 14 Shilling. Notes from this issue were engraved by 
Colonial patriot and silversmith Paul Revere. While the issue date is July 
8, 1775, the note was engraved prior to that. The work was done, at the 
latest, less than two months after Paul Revere’s historic ride. The indent 
at the left, when complete, shows a codfish in the midst of vine designs 
with the words “American Paper” printed at the bottom. By the nature of 
an indent, it is never complete on an issued note. This particular example 
has a large piece of the indent remaining, as it shows all of the word 
“Paper.” A very historical piece of American paper money for the collec- 
tors of today. PCGS Banknote has assigned the Details designation for 
“Multiple repairs, Minor design redrawn, stains.” The only two we have 
sold were both in 2015. We offered the Newman note (14s), graded PCGS 
Apparent Very Fine 25, for just over $3,000. Later that same year we sold 
an 18 Shilling note, graded PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25 with two hole 
cancels, for $2,820. This same note sold in the Ford X sale from 2005 
and brought just under $3,000 then. In today’s robust currency market, 
the price to obtain this lovely note should well exceed those figures. This 
extraordinary example of early American history is all the more desirable 
because of the direct connection to Paul Revere.

A codfish note that previously resided in the Eric P. Newman Collection, 
it crossed our auction block in April 2015 to the tune of $1,527. The 
plates for this issue were redated by Paul Revere. Earlier, the plates were 
engraved for the October 18, 1776 issue at first by Nathaniel Hurd and 
then the plates were finished Revere. Also, the faces of the October 16, 
1778 issue were printed by Revere, while Thomas Fleet printed the backs. 
This is a nicely preserved example with perfect back to face registration 
and the pine tree on the back is boldly inked. PCGS Banknote has graded 
only one example of this note and this is it.

Part of the extreme popularity of this issue is due to the fact that Paul Revere engraved the original plates, and also printed the face of the notes. The pine 
tree on the back of this Codfish note is a cast cut, and the backs were printed by Thomas Fleet. This high end Gem is wonderfully margined on both sides 
and sharply printed, with a bold serial number and signature of Richard Cranch. The only other known example at this Gem Unc 66 PPQ grade level 
was a 2d note that sold almost fifteen years ago as part of the Midnight Ride collection. We last sold this same note for a hair under $5,000 in our 2015 
Central States sale.

Not to be confused with the 1756 and 1763 issues that are frequently 
seen in Uncirculated condition. This note is not listed above Very Fine in 
Newman. Only 1000 examples of this denomination were printed, and 
this has got to be one of the very finest, if not finest, survivors. All three 
signatures are strong. The note is well printed, clean, and absolutely free 
of defect. Leviathan margins are found on all sides, an occurrence that is 
as “rare as hen’s teeth” for most any pre-1776 New Jersey colonial. We last 
sold this same note for $1,880 in our 2015 FUN sale and we still contend 
that this is quite possibly as aesthetically pleasing as any collectors will 
encounter.

20036 NewJersey June 14, 1757 £3 PCGS Banknote Choice AU 58. 
This extremely rare note is serial number 205 of only 500 notes printed, 
of which only a mere 250 bear the Plate Letter “B”. It is in high condition 
for the census, if not one of the very Finest Known. This note is extremely 
well centered and sharply printed on fresh, clean crisp paper. Remarkably, 
it has excellent eye appeal with faint traces of original press text emboss- 
ing within the paper, since 1757, attesting to its originality. The paper 
edges and corner tips are sharp and we can see no folds. The signature of 
Samuel Nevill at top is written in red, while those of Hugh Hartshorne 
and Samuel Smith are penned in rich brown ink. Any note on this June 
14, 1757 issue is considered very rare, while the Three Pounds denomi- 
nation is exceedingly rare. The 5th Edition Newman reference only lists 
values to Very Fine, none higher. This crisp note is likely one of the finest 
quality obtainable, and is certainly missing in the most important of New 
Jersey and Colonial currency collections. Virtually all of the high-grade 
notes from this series are the 30 shilling denomination.

This note is seen with 
acceptable paper quality for this series and is well printed in both red and 
black. Legibly signed by Evan Morgan, Thomas Say, and Charles Jones. 
PMG notes “stained.

The March 20, 1771, Pennsylvania series is an attractive one, with red 
borders, Arms, and devices. The emission was intended to be issued for 
the defenses of Philadelphia, but ended up being used to pave streets. 
The signature of Francis Hopkinson, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, appears on this note and is clear and darkly inked. 
Hopkinson signed the Declaration of Independence as a delegate from 
New Jersey. He was also a member of the Second Continental Congress. 
Hopkinson notes are more elusive than John Hart notes from New Jersey 
and John Morton notes from Pennsylvania. It has been over three years 
since we last sold a problem free Hopkinson note from this series. A great 
link to our fledgling nation’s history.

A gorgeous note, with three bold signatures, broad, even margins all the 
way around on both sides and super eye appeal.

Morton was a jurist from Pennsylvania, and was the chair- 
man of the committee that wrote the Articles of Confederation, although 
he died before the Articles were ratified. Also, Morton was the first signer 
of the Declaration of Independence to die. The example in this lot was 
previously part of the Eric P. Newman Collection when we originally auc- 
tioned it for $1,880 in April 2015.

An incredible example of this “Workhouse” issue, so-called as it bears 
a detailed vignette of the Walnut Street Workhouse (the City Jail of 
Philadelphia) on its back.

It also exhibits its easily seen original emboss- 
ing and the paper is as crisp as it was 200 years ago. This is number 2785 
out of an original printing of only 3334.

“Great Embossing.” There is a single Gem Unc 66 EPQ better in the PMG 
Population Report. Extraordinary quality Colonial notes are, in this 
cataloger’s opinion, bizarrely undervalued in today’s market. We have 
not sold a Workhouse note at this grade level in a half-dozen years, but 
it should be noted that there was a recent auction result of a 50 shilling

Apparent and realized $14,400 in November 2017. PMG has graded only two examples of this number with both weighing in at Very Fine 20. The piece 
in this lot has splits and stains, but all text and devices are present. The note through the third party encapsulation appears to have the bare minimum of 
folds for the grade.

Shields were sent free of express charges at a price of $4.50. They were 
prepared between June 1867 and June 1868 and are composed of 39 First, 
Second, and Third Issue notes. There are 20 faces and 19 backs, all uni- 
face and closely trimmed. The 25¢ Second Issue back of this Shield has 
faded to the usual blue-gray color. We do not see any ink erosion in the 
four hand-signed notes. The hand signatures of Colby-Spinner are found 
on the 50¢ Justice in the first row, the 50¢ Spinner in the second row, 
and the 10¢ Washington in the sixth row. The 15¢ Grant/Sherman in the 
fourth row is signed by Jeffries-Spinner. There is scuffing in the columns 
between the notes and in the periphery. There are moisture spots that 
interfere with several notes in the far left row. Moisture spots on Shields 
are frequently encountered due to inadequate government storage many 
years ago due to the lack of original demand. This gray background 
Shield is not graded. It is in a contemporary glass frame. On the back is 
a wire for hanging. Also, attached to the back with tape is a description 
of a Fractional Shield from a 1988 auction catalogue and attached with 
an adhesive is the front page of the December 31, 1867 issue of the Saco, 
Maine The Maine Democrat. Penciled on the front page is, “Bought in 
Biddeford, Maine 1953” and “This paper found in back of frame 1958.” 
Overall dimensions are approximately 25.5 by 29.5 inches. It is ready for 
hanging in your office or den.

CONFEDERATE NOTES 
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20067 Military Endorsement “Maj. W.J. Anderson QM Memphis, 
TN” T5 $100 PF-1 Cr. 5 PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

The T5 $100 was designed and printed by the New Orleans branch of 
the ABNCo in the immediate aftermath of federal authorities shutting 
down production of Confederate notes at the New York plants of both 
ABNCo and National Bank Note Co. in late April, 1861. The last two- 
subject $50-$100 sheet printed by National Bank Note Co. was sent by 
C. G. Memminger via courier to New Orleans and served as the basis for 
the $100 and $50 printed there under the banner of the Southern Bank 
Note Company. This note is endorsed “Issued by me / Sept 13, 1861/ Maj 
Wiilliam) J. Anderson / Q M Memphis, / Tenn.” Anderson served as the 
quartermaster for General Leonidas Polk at this time.

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20068 T6$50 1861 PF-1 Cr. 6 PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 

This design traces its beginnings to the day that Federal authorities 
raided National and American Bank Note Companies and shut down 
further deliveries of notes and bonds to the Confederacy. When Secretary 
Memminger received the last shipment of $50s and $100s from National 
Bank Note Company, he took the last sheet and sent it by courier to 
New Orleans to have replacement $50s and $100s designed, printed, and 
issued as soon as possible. The New Orleans office of the ABNCo, using 
the name Southern Bank Note Company to give the business some cover, 
designed this and the companion $100 and produced 5,798 notes before 
production ceased. The reason for this rather early cessation of produc- 
tion remains unknown.

Designed and printed under extreme pressure from Confederate authori- 
ties by the New Orleans branch of ABNCo, the $50 note used stock pre- 
war vignettes to expedite the design process. The small branch office was 
not really equipped or staffed to do new designs or print large quantities 
of notes, but soldiered on, delivering the first notes of this design (as well 
as of the $100) in August, 1861. Only 5,798 notes were issued before pro- 
duction was halted. PMG mentions an annotation which is nothing more 
that the Criswell Type Number (#6) lightly penciled on the back margin.

Indeed, this note looks like it was printed and 
issued yesterday.” This was our description when we sold this same note 
for over $5,000 in our 2019 FUN sale. It is also the only Gem we have sold 
in close to a decade.

This fully framed, blemish-free note, printed on thick bond paper, is in 
superlative condition.

A contemporary counterfeit variety that is unlisted in A Guide Book of 
Counterfeit Confederate Currency by George B. Tremmel. This note has 
a John J. Ford, Jr. Collection provenance on its PCGS Currency label, but 
is without a “counterfeit” notation. Besides genuine Confederate notes, 
Ford did have eleven group lots of CSA counterfeit notes in Part X of the 
auction of his collection in 2005. Our examination of this note finds the 
following points of interest. The serial number for the plate letter C piece 
in this lot is 100712, while the highest serial number for this plate letter 
is 19660 as listed on page 8 of the Quarterman reprint of Register of the 
Confederate Debt by Raphael P. Thian. The signatures of J.M. Kinney and 
H(ampton) C. Williams are nice forgeries, but this signature combination 
is not listed in the Register until the T19 design. This is an exciting find 
for the Confederate specialist. The Apparent grade is for hinge remnants 
on the back.

Four $50 types honor Jefferson Davis; this is the first type issued. Printed 
on CSA script watermarked paper, this note was receivable for all dues 
and payments and was fundable in 8% stock. This pretty piece last 
crossed our auction block at our Central States auction in May 2020, 
where it realized $1,800.

Bearing Plate Letter B, this note was part of a four-subject two-denom- 
ination sheet comprising two T22 $10s and two T31 $5s. These were 
designed and printed by the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo (formerly 
the New Orleans branch of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson) using the 
Southern Bank Note Company imprint that had been acquired by the 
New Orleans branch of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson in the 1840s. 
We believe that this was done to give ABNCo some small degree of plau- 
sible deniability, since these notes were all printed and designed after 
the start of hostilities in April, 1861. All pre-war vignettes were used to 
simplify the design process for an under-manned and under-equipped 
office. Production of these notes appears to have been stopped when 
New Orleans fell to a Union naval task force at the end of April, 1862. For 
whatever reason, the plates were not removed from the city before its fall. 
Always popular with collectors, this note has bright orange protectors 
and design details which have not oxidized; an increasingly important 
consideration in the last five years. A pleasant evenly circulated note col- 
lectors will enjoy.

58,860 of this design were issued before production ceased due to the fall 
of New Orleans at the end of April, 1862. Produced by the New Orleans 
branch of the ABNCo, this design used all antebellum vignettes in order 
to expedite the design process. Having Plate B, this note was part of a 
four-subject two-denomination sheet comprising two T22 $10s and two 
T31 $5s. The orange design elements on this note retain virtually all of 
their original hue with no oxidation, an increasingly important consider- 
ation in the last five years or so.

A manuscript endorsement on the back of this note indicates that it was 
issued by Major Thomas J. Scurry to the field in Houston, TX in April 
18, 1863. During this time period he was Major & Chief Quartermaster, 
Eastern Sub District of Texas, General W.R. Scurry commanding. His fate 
after late 1863 is uncertain. The note also bears a IP stamp paying interest 
to January 1, 1865, with the “5” handwritten over the “4” in the stamped 
date. The note is in nice condition with only a small light damp stain 
noted. In 2014 Fricke indicated that Scurry’s endorsement was unique, 
but we now are aware of two examples, with serial numbers only 27 num- 
bers apart. The other known example served as the McNeil plate note 
(pages 629-630).

The back of this note has a round postal style Shelbyville TN stamp dated 
Nov. 15.

In addition, the note has a red rubberstamp indicat- 
ing it was reissued on November 25, 1862, a manuscript entry paying 
interest to January 1, 1864, and a final IP stamp paying interest to January 
1, 1865 at Columbus, GA. The note itself is fully framed on bright paper 
with clearly inked manuscript entries. Another example, whose serial 
number is separated by only 44 numbers from this serial number and 
similarly endorsed, sold for $1,560 in 2020.

This is the second note we have offered with the manuscript endorsement 
that it was issued at Camp Lilly, TX on March 23, 1863. In addition, the 
note has a Trans-Mississippi IP stamp paying interest to January 1, 1864, 
and an endorsement of a W.H. Hard whose reason for endorsing this note 
is presently not known. Our previous offering of a note of this type sold 
for $2280 in 2020.

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20080 Military Endorsement “J(ohn) E. Day” T40 $100 1862 PF-1 Cr. 
298 PMG Very Fine 25. 

This note has a newly discovered military endorsement of John E. Day, 
61st Mounted Tennessee Infantry, and a new place of issue, Saulsbury, 
TN. Research by Michael McNeil has found that Day enlisted as a Ist 
Lieutenant on October 3, 1862 and was apparently captured at Vicksburg 
on July 4, 1863, paroled, and later taken prisoner of war in December, 
1863. He is listed as “Captain and Enrolling Officer” in Union pris- 
oner records. He was subsequently held in Kentucky, Ohio, and Maryland 
before finally being released on June 10, 1865 at Fort Delaware, Pea 
Patch Island, DE. Saulsbury, TN served as an important rally point for 
Confederate troops travelling to join their units in Corinth, MS after 
the fall of Memphis in 1862 and would seem to be an appropriate place 
of issue in Day’s role as an enrolling officer. His endorsement is made 
without indication of rank and does not explicitly indicate that he issued 
this note to the field; rather it may be an endorsement acknowledging 
receipt of the note. The note itself has an additional black stamped date 
of issue stamp of October 7, 1862 and IP stamps indicating that interest 
was paid to January 1, 1863 in Savannah and in the two subsequent years 
in Macon, GA. As PMG indicates, the note shows evidence of previous 
mounting including white paper remnants, paper thins and stamp hinge 
reinforcements. A rare and, thus far, unique example from this endorser 
and location that is both desirable and important.

This $100, which served as the plate note (page 162) in McNeil’s 2016 
book, has a double manuscript endorsement. The first is an anonymous 
endorsement, issuing the note to the field in Jackson (MS) on October 
28, 1862. The second reissued the note to field in Monroe, LA on January 
8, 1863 by George W, Caldwell, Captain and AQM. McNeil was aware of 
only two notes issued by Caldwell at Monroe. Records for Caldwell are 
limited, but his 1865 parole document indicates that he was paroled at 
Matagorda, TX , holding the rank of Captain & AQM. PMG mentions a 
stain which has minimal impact on this rare note’s desirability.

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20082 Interest Paid” Military Endorsement R. J. Hill AQM CSA 
T41 $100 1862 PF-12 Cr. 317A PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 EPQ. 

This is a very unusual endorsement on several counts. Signed by R. J. 
Hill, AQM CSA, it indicates that he paid interest on the note to March 
1, 1863. This function was usually reserved for depositaries. In addition, 
paying interest to March 1 was quite unusual as interest was normally 
paid to January 1, and infrequently to June 1 of any given year. Richard 
J, Hill was appointed in 1861 as Captain and AQM reporting to the 22nd 
Regiment Alabama Volunteers, Deas’ Brigade, Hindman’s Division, 
Polk’s Corps. Army of Tennessee. Hill was wounded during the Battle of 
Shiloh / Pittsburg Landing- in April, 1862. He was appointed Major and 
AQM on April 11, 1863, reporting to General Z. C. Deas, right around the 
time he endorsed this note. Early 1865 found him serving as quartermas- 
ter for Lee’s Corps, Army of Tennessee, Deas’ Brigade, Johnson’s Division. 
Hill survived the war, being paroled at Montgomery, AL, on May 10, 
1865. The note’s condition indicates that it saw little if any, time in circu- 
lation, suggesting it was held as an investment by the holder. At the time 
McNeil’s book was published in 2016, he was aware of only two notes 
with this highly unusual endorsement, both by Hill. In the intervening 
years a few more examples have shown up, with five T41s and a T40 note 
now known to us. Nonetheless, this remains a very elusive and important 
endorsement on a note that represents an opportunity to significantly 
upgrade any collection to which it is added.

This note has a red ink endorsement that clearly indicates it was issued on 
February 28, 1863 in Columbus, TX. This location is not listed in either 
Fricke or McNeil, and is the first example that we have offered in any of 
our public auctions from this location.

The $500 was the highest denomination issued as part of the February 17, 
1864 Emission and was the first $500 note issued since 1861. In 1861, the

while by 1865, inflation had led to a requirement for larger denomina- 
tion. This was one of the few patriotically themed note designs, as the 
$500 had a portrait of General Stonewall Jackson, the Great Seal of the 
Confederacy, and the national flag. Surprisingly through, the note had no 
printed back. PMG indicates that the note has been previously mounted, 
as evidenced by four small spots of mounting adhesive residue.

An attractive note with a dark red underprint and serial number 38087-B. 
This nicely preserved $500 is near the end of the long running Steve Feller 
T64 census that has enumerated 38386-B as the highest serial number so 
far in the collecting community. The most recent article on this enlight- 
ening census is, “A Very Brief Update on the T-64 CSA $500 Note Survey 
of 3500 Notes” in Paper Money, Society of Paper Money Collectors, 
November/December 2022, Vol. LXI, No. 6, Whole No. 342, pages 419- 
21. The last example that we auctioned at this third party grade level was 
another PF-3 Cr. 489B that received a winning bid of $2,880 in October 
2021. Since then, we had a third different PF-3 Cr. 489B grading PMG 66 
EPQ cross our auction block for the amount of $40,800. We are scratch- 
ing our heads as if our current estimate may be too conservative for this 
excellent example that was printed as General Sherman approached both 
Columbia, South Carolina and the Confederate Note Bureau in February 
1865.

The bank was organized in 1854 and remained in business until it 
became the City National Bank of Bridgeport in 1865. The $1 design, 
executed and printed by ABNCo, features an oversize portrait of George 
Washington flanked by a vignette of a woman using an early sew- 
ing machine at right and a vignette of a sailor at a capstan at left. The 
sailor vignette was later used on Type 11 $5 and Type 18 $20 Confederate 
Treasury Notes. The note has 1 denominational counters as well as other 
security elements such as a security panel over the signature panel print- 
ed in orange. We are presently aware of one other example of this note in 
Fine condition that was sold in 2008 for $862.50. We expect this superior 
condition example to surpass that fifteen year-old price level. PMG com- 
ments a small tear.

The $1 design features a winged 
Justice seated by a large 1 flanked by vignettes of Ceres at left with por- 
traits of Washington and Harrison and an allegorical maiden at right. 
The $2 design has a center vignette of two seated allegorical women, per- 
haps representing Manufacturing and Agriculture. A seldom seen vignette 
of Liberty on a globe blowing a trumpet is at left while Liberty and Justice 
are seated before a globe with an eagle and the Stars and Stripes atop it 
at right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
three POCs in the signature lines on each $1 and four POCs in each sig- 
nature line on the $2.

The $2 
design again features the Wadsworth Atheneum, but is now flanked by 
a vignette of two farmers walking at left and Justice seated in a large 2 at 
right. The $3 design features a Native American family and a teacher and 
her pupils around a shield depicting the Charter Oak, flanked by a por- 
traits of a charming little girl with her dog at left and an older woman at 
right, both taken from life.

The $5 design fea- 
tures an allegorical woman standing by an anchor, perhaps representing 
Hope, at center with a portrait of Clay at right and a small vignette of 
farm implements and produce at bottom center. The $10 design features 
Proserpina seated with farm implements and produce along with a por- 
trait of Washington and an early locomotive and tender at bottom center. 
The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual 
four POCs in the signature lines on each note. This sheet was not part of 
the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale holdings, and is likely unique or nearly so. 
Haxby was aware of, and illustrated both denominations in Proof form 
but only as single notes.

The bank came on the scene late, organizing in 1860. It remained in 
business until 1865 when it became the New Britain National Bank. 
National Bank Note Company printed this bank’s notes and provided a 
$5 design that featured the same vignette that it had used to produce the 
Type 2 $500 CSA Treasury Note titled The Crossing engraved by James 
Smillie. This was accompanied by an oval male portrait and a vignette 
of a horse titled My Horse engraved by Henry Beckwith as well as green 
protector and signature panels. The note has two purple PAID stamps 
from 1888 that appear to be from the descendant institution, the New 
Britain National Bank. Many banks took pride in always standing ready 
to redeem notes from their parent institution presented for payment.

The bank was organized in 1834 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the New Haven County National Bank in 1865. The 
sheet layout has a $10, $20, $50. and $100 note. The $10 design has a bald 
eagle on a federal shield flanked by mirror images of a man dressed in a 
toga seated holding a tablet. A dog lies by a strong box at bottom center. 
The $20 features a vignette of three men in a sailboat flanked by twin 
vignettes of two allegorical women standing with Minerva. As on the $10, 
a dog lies by a strong box at bottom center. The $50 design features Hebe 
watering an eagle at center flanked by vignettes of a farmer at left and a 
milkmaid at right with the dog and strong box vignette again at bottom 
center. The $100 features an allegorical woman seated using a scale. She 
is flanked by twin vignettes of Justice standing and the standard dog and 
strong box vignette at bottom center. The sheet is printed on India paper 
mounted on a card. This sheet very likely was part of lot 95 in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and is believed to be unique or very nearly so at 
present.

The $5 design features a bald eagle 
standing on manufactured and agricultural products by the shore with 
ships in the distance flanked by 5 counters to each side. A small vignette 
of a maiden looking up appears at bottom center and a large gray FIVE 
lies across the face. The $10 design features Commerce floating in the 
clouds with a cornucopia flanked by 10 counters to each side. In addi- 
tion, there is a large vignette of Justice standing at left and a small eagle 
vignette at bottom center, as well as a large gray TEN protector across the 
face of the note. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on card- 
stock with the usual four POCs in the signature lines on all four notes. 
This sheet was not in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and we are presently 
unaware of any additional intact uncut Proof sheets.

The $20 design has a denominational 
counter at center flanked by a vignette of Liberty, Justice, and Ceres at left 
and a vignette of a pensive Native American man at right. There are two 
large red 20 protectors. The $50 design features a denominational counter 
at center flanked by a vignette of a farmer drinking from a jug at left and 
another of two allegorical women seated by the shore at right as well as a 
large red FIFTY protector. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in the signature lines. 
This sheet bears the imprint of American Bank Note Company, New 
York, but this is not THE American Bank Note Co. Rather it is a name 
used for a few years in the mid to late 1850s by Jocelyn, Draper, Welsh & 
Co. whose imprint also appears on this sheet. Two examples of this sheet 
appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale as part of Lots 124 and 125.

The Granite Bank was chartered in 1857 but was never fully organized. 
Criminals managed to have notes printed, and as Q. David Bowers 
reports, put into circulation from a saloon in New York City. The opera- 
tion was shut down in 1858. The sheet layout includes two identical $1s, a 
$2, and a $3. The $1 design has a large vignette of a farmer plowing with 
a mixed team of an ox and two horses flanked by portraits of George and 
Martha Washington. The $2 note features an old man and child rest- 
ing under a tree with their dog with sheep in the distance flanked by an 
oval portrait of a girl holding a bird to the left and a portrait of a bull to 
the right. The $3 features a herd of cattle leaving a stream flanked by a 
vignette of a farm woman feeding fowl at left and a portrait of Andrew 
Jackson at right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on card- 
stock with six POCs in the signature lines on each note. It appears that 
it was, in turn, mounted on an original Danforth Wright archives book 
card. This is likely the only sheet of this layout that appeared in the 1990

While PMG lists 
this as a partial sheet, three subject sheets like this came out of the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale, and it is very unlikely that a note was trimmed 
from all of those sheets at ABNCo. A close inspection also shows card- 
stock below the bottom edge of the $20. The $3 design features Commerce 
and a Native American man seated by a shield, flanked by oval male 
portraits and a small water nymph vignette at bottom center. The $10 
features a Native American family gazing at “Civilization” in the form of 
a distant city and railroads flanked by a male portrait at left and a por- 
trait of Henry Clay at right. The $20 features Liberty reclining by a shield 
containing 20 at center flanked by vignettes of a man on horseback at 
left and a Revolutionary War era soldier at right. The sheet is printed on 
India paper with the usual four POCs in the signature lines of each note. 
There were ten sheets of this type in the 1990 ABNCo. Archives sale, 
with a number having been cut in the last three decades to meet collector 
demand for single notes.

The rare ABNCo $10 in this lot is the first example of this denomination 
that we have offered on this elusive bank. Haxby only lists this design in 
Proof, while the Whitman Encyclopedia of Obsolete Paper Money Volume 
8 page 23 by Q. David Bowers, mentions only raised notes for the $10 
denomination. The detailed vignette is of a farmer family at rest. This 
example, with the penned signature of Cashier Jos. W.H. Watson, has 
been severed and reattached. It has been mounted on the back of a cut 
down studio photograph card of a World War I era doughboy that mea- 
sures approximately 7.5 by 5 inches. Beneath the face of the note, typed 
attached information on the history of the bank reads, “Real Estate Bank 
of Delaware, Newport 1858 to Sept. 1865 / Newport National Bank Sept. 
1865 to July 1924 (charter number 997) / Newport Trust Co. from July 
1924 to Nov. 1929 (Bank) Closed by Bank Commissioner.” According 
to the Whitman reference, this bank redeemed its state chartered bank 
issues after it became a national bank, and that action surely increased 
the rarity of the note in this lot.

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20104 Washington, DC- Ocean Bank $2 June 15, 1852 as G4 Proof 
PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

The Ocean Bank was apparently one of the District’s brood of antebellum 
fraudulent banks. The $2 design features a busy harbor scene with a large 
warship in the middle of everything. Liberty is seated on the right and a 
small vignette of seashells is at bottom center. The left vignette depicts 
a sailor leaning against a capstan. This vignette was faithfully copied by 
Hoyer & Ludwig for use on the T36 Confederate $5 Treasury Note that 
was issued between 1862 and 1863. The DC note is printed on India paper 
with the usual POCs in the signature lines. The two hinge remnants 
on the left and right margins on the back are suggestive of mounting 
methods used on notes that were at one time owned by DC Wismer. One 
example of this note appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

The bank was organized in 1815 and remained in business until closing 
its doors around 1865. The $8 design features a vignette of two allegori- 
cal women ( perhaps Ceres and Commerce) seated by a large handled urn 
flanked by a rather fanciful vignette of Washington seated, wearing a 
toga at left and another of a man standing with his dog at right. The note 
is printed on Indo paper mounted on cardstock. PMG mentions tears, 
with a large one arching through the center vignette. There was a single 
sheet containing one $8 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and Haxby 
was aware of, and illustrated, another example. It is difficult to assess the 
exact number of surviving Proofs of this design, but we would be sur- 
prised if there are more than three or four survivors.

From a bank that was in operation for a short period of time between 
1851 and 1852 before suspending in October, 1852. The 25¢ design fea- 
tures a vignette of Agriculture and Plenty floating in the clouds that was 
a decade later used on T7 Confederate $100 Treasury Notes that were 
designed and printed by Hoyer & Ludwig. On the DC notes, it is flanked 
by an interesting vignette of a female cooper at right and a portrait of 
Washington at left. The 50¢ design features a vignette of Washington 
on a rearing horse flanked by oval portraits of allegorical women and a 
portrait of Washington at far left and an oval vignette of Commerce at 
far right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
the usual POCs in the signature lines. This is actually half of a six subject 
sheet that appeared tucked away in Lot 54 (in the Connecticut section) 
of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale that has been cut in half at some point 
since that sale. We believe that this double sheet is the source for all sur- 
vivors of these two fractional denominations suggesting a population of 
four 25¢ notes and two 50¢ notes. PMG notes a couple of edge tears which 
are best seen from the back but on notes of this rarity it probably only has 
minimal impact with knowledgeable collectors who appreciate the fleet- 
ing nature of the opportunity.

Wordehoff served in the United States Army and in 1853 established a 
post office in Alafia and became postmaster. By 1863 he was a county 
commissioner. Wordehoff is one of several issuers in several cities and 
towns using this series of small stock notes. Benice rates the note an R-7 
rarity (4 to 12 surviving notes known). This is the first example of this 
variety that we have offered. Stamp hinges from previous mounting are 
observed on the back of the note.

20108 Highland, FL- Keystone Mills 5¢ 188_ Remainder PMG Very 
Fine 20 Net. 

Intended for use in the 1880s, this Keystone Mills scrip was for use by 
company employees in the store. We have offered a single 1¢ and 10¢ in 
the past, the last of which being the 1¢ in 2020 where it brought $3,360, 
however this is the very first time that we have offered a 5¢ example. An 
interesting vignette of Christopher Columbus is found at left. PMG has 
noted a large tear and that it was previously mounted, however for a rarity 
of this caliber these minor flaws should be overlooked. 

Starting Bid: $1,000 
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20109 Marianna, FL- The Farmers Bank of Florida $1 1830s Proof 
PMG Choice About Unc 58, 6 POCs. 

The Farmers Bank of Florida opened in 1834. In 1837, the bank’s officers 
fled to Perry, GA, where they continued to issue even more bank notes. 
The results were predictable and the bank’s charter was revoked in 1842, 
undoubtedly with great loss to the noteholders. This is the very first $1 
example we have ever offered, issued or proof form. Stains are noted by 
PMG, but do not take away from the historical significance of this Florida 
obsolete proof. 

Starting Bid: $875 
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20110 Marianna, FL- The Farmers Bank of Florida $5 April, 22 1837 
G20 Benice 16A PMG Choice Fine 15. 

This bank was created by an act of the Florida Territorial Legislative 
Council when it overrode the veto of Florida’s governor to approve the 
charter for this bank. That unpromising start was the high point of this 
institution’s story. Limited by its charter to the issuance of banknotes in 
an amount no larger than three times the amount of specie in its vaults, 
it soon exceeded that level, and, in 1837, its officers absconded to Georgia, 
where they continued to issue currency. Incredibly, the state of Florida 
passed legislation the following year which almost tripled the bank’s 
initial capitalization provided it closed its office in Georgia and redeem 
all outstanding currency. That did not occur, and the bank finally closed 
after its charter was revoked in 1842. This is only the second time we have 
had the privledge in offering this rare handwritten “Payable in Perry, GA” 
variety, the last being nearly a decade ago. PMG mentions small holes, but 
take little away from the appeal of this example. 

Starting Bid: $750 
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20111 Pensacola, FL- Bank of Pensacola $50 May 1, 1836 G28 Benice 7 PMG Very Fine 25. 

After several attempts, the Territorial legislature passed an act incorporating the Bank of Pensacola over the Governor's veto in January, 1831. The bank 
began operations in 1833 and remained in business until suspending in 1843. This $50 is from the bank’s first issue, and depicts a floating Mercury 
bringing a cornucopia of coins to Commerce who is seated on bales by an eagle along with smaller vignettes of a beaver, early train, and ship launching 
ceremony. There is a blue engraved back, with PMG mentioning pinholes which are of virtually no consequence on a note of this rarity. Benice listed this 
note as an R-8 rarity, with 1-3 known, and this seems to be holding true; we are aware of two examples. When this note last crossed the auction block in 
our 2015 Long Beach Expo Currency Signature Auction it brought $7,637.50. We believe that this note will again attract active bidding interest tonight. 


Starting Bid: $1,500 
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20112 Tallahassee, FL - Territory of Florida $5 July 15, 1830 Cr. T11 
Benice 9. PCGS Apparent Extremely Fine 45. 

From the second territorial series printed from the engraved plates by 
N. & S.S. Jocelyn, New Haven comes this very scarce note. The largest 
denomination in this series is the $5, containing vignettes of Liberty, 
Mercury, and a portrait of Raleigh. It is pen cancelled across the face and 
bears serial number 28. Because each day of issue saw the serial numbers 
begin at 1 again, there may be more than one serial number 28. Endorsed 
on the back by the auditor, this attractive example does have some minor 
mounting remnants on the back and the cutting is slightly uneven. 
Overall, this is a splendid Florida Territory type note.

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20113 Tallahassee, FL- Territory of Florida $1 June 13, 1831 Cr. T8 
Benice 6 PMG Very Fine 30. 

This note is from the second Territorial emission, made between approxi- 
mately 1830 and 1831. The center vignette depicts Hebe watering an eagle 
by a column with a portrait of Washington to the left. Although bearing 
serial number 3, it should be kept in mind that every day of issue saw the 
serial numbers start over at 1. PMG notes a cancellation annotation on 
the face; quite common for these issues. The note is well printed on clean 
paper eliciting an unusual comment from PMG that it has “Great Eye 
Appeal.”

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20114 Tallahassee, FL- Territory of Florida $2 Jan. 8, 1830 Cr. T9 
Benice 7 PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 

Although this example, produced by N. and S.S. Jocelyn, has serial num- 
ber 22, it should be noted that the serial numbers began at 1 on every day 
of issue. Featuring a vignette of a water goddess, this note is pen cancelled 
and served as the plate note on page 66 of the Shull Southern States cata- 
log.

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20115 Tallahassee, FL- Territory of Florida $3 June 3, 1830 Cr. T10 
Benice 8 PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

Features on this $3 denomination include a portrait of Washington at 
center flanked by a vignette of Justice standing at left. Although this note 
bears a low serial number 14, the unusual practice of starting the serial 
number range at 1 on every day of issue should be kept in mind. PMG 
mentions notations, referring to lightly penciled collector information, 
including a very old price. 

Starting Bid: $1,375 
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20116 Columbus, GA- Manufacturers & Mechanics Bank (of 
Columbus, GA) $5 Nov. 1, 1854 as G16 Proof PMG Superb Gem Unc 67 
EPQ, POCs. 

The bank was reportedly chartered in January 1852, but according to 
newspaper notices, did not open for business until late 1854. The charter 
was sold to out-of-state interests by the original local owners on February 
25, 1854. These out-of-state owners opened the bank in November 23, 
1854 and placed most of the bank’s circulation in places other than 
Columbus. A June 1, 1855 newspaper notice indicates that the bank was 
back in local hands but suspended in late 1856. The $5 design features 
two allegorical women at left, Justice seated at center, and Tellus seated at 
right. The Tellus vignette was copied by Hoyer & Ludwig and used on the 
T8 Confederate $50 Treasury Note in 1861. The note is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with the usual small POCs in the signature 
lines. Four examples of this note appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives 
sale and may represent the entire surviving population of this note in 
Proof form.

Apparent Very Fine 20. 

The issuer of this note was afflicted with chronic bad handwriting, mak- 
ing attribution problematic. Over the last few years we have offered a 
handful of different denominations from this issuer, including two $1s 
(one of which is this example), a $2, and a $3. This note is the nicest of the 
four, and features a vignette of a train and an unusual vignette of Atlas 
holding the world on his back. A dash of color is added via a large red 
ONE protector and a red and black counter. Rare with some small edge 
and internal splits noted by PCGS that do not have a material impact on 
this note’s desirability. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20118 Shawneetown, IL- Bank of Illinois $50 18__ G152 Proof PMG 
Uncirculated 62. 

Two periods of active operations are sited for this bank, 1813-1823 and 
1835-1842 and had several branches during the latter period of operation. 
The entire network failed in 1842. The $50 note dates from this second 
period and features a large steamboat vignette flanked by vignettes of 
a Native American male and female (popularly known as the “Indian 
Princess”). The Indian Princess vignette later appeared on the T35 
Confederate $5 Treasury Note via a donated printing plate from the Bank 
of Charleston. This Illinois note is printed on India paper and has minor 
evidence of previous mounting on the corner tips. Very rare, with this 
being our first offering of the design.

(2018) 0055-02 Proof PMG About Uncirculated 53, POCs. 

The Exchange Bank of Attica was organized as a state-chartered Free 
Bank in 1860 and remained in business through at least 1865. It had 
$1,074 in outstanding circulation as of October 31, 1874 which was 
redeemed at par. The $5 design features the vignette The Crossing, depict- 
ing a train crossing a bridge with a cattle herd being driven in the fore- 
ground. A vignette of a farm wife and her daughter feeding chickens and 
other fowl appears at left while the portrait of a young woman appears 
at right. An intricate red overall tint covers the note which is printed on 
India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature 
lines. The Crossing vignette was used by National Bank Note Company 
on both this note and the T2 Confederate $500 Treasury Note that was 
issued between April and July 1861. It is not inconceivable that both notes 
were being printed at the same time at National. This bank is most com- 
monly represented by $1 remainders, with the $5 in any form being exces- 
sively rare. While the note has some tears, these are not so obvious as to 
be overly distracting. For knowledgeable collectors on a note of this rarity 
it is probably a moot point in any case.

The bank was organized in 1853 and suspended in 1855, along with many of its peers in the state. The $5 design features a portrait of Washington sur- 
rounded by five allegorical women. The three women on the left, Commerce, Ceres, and Navigation formed a vignette that Hoyer & Ludwig copied for 
use on the T17 Confederate $20 Treasury Note that was issued between September and November, 1861. The other two allegorical women are America 
and Liberty. Oval portraits of Webster and Franklin Pierce and two cameo-like medallion head counters flank this center vignette. The note is printed 
on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual small POCs in the signature lines. There were four examples of this design in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale that, in all likelihood represent the entire surviving Proof population of this type.

The Commercial Exchange Bank only issued Certificates of Deposit and 
therefore is excluded from the listings in Haxby. However, it is stated on 
page 438 that this bank was a private bank and possibly fraudulent. This 
is the first uncut sheet on this institution that we have auctioned. It is also 
the first uncut sheet on this institution that we have seen, even though 
individual notes are abundant. The $1, $2, and $5 denominations were 
signed by the bank’s cashier and President Leond. Barney, but the $10 
lacks both signatures. The $1 denomination has ink erosion in Barney’s 
signature and none of the notes have the town name penned in. 

Starting Bid: $500 
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20122 New Orleans, LA- Citizens’ Bank of Louisiana $10-$10-$10- 
$10 18__ G26a x4 Uncut Sheet PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

This design has been credited as the inspiration for the song Dixie. The 
song was composed in 1859 by Daniel Decatur Emmett well before this 
note was printed and before National Bank Note Co. received its first 
bank note order in 1860. Many $10 notes printed for Louisiana com- 
mercial banks in the antebellum era carried the denomination in French 
(Dix) as part of their design and may have, in fact, provided some inspira- 
tion for the name Dixie. Having mentioned all of that, it really does not 
make much difference. This note is quite popular with collectors due to 
its visual appeal and historic ties. This note portrays vessels at sea as well 
as an oval portrait of former Louisiana Governor Andre B. Roman (1831- 
35 and 1839-43) and makes extravagant use of red ink to enhance security 
features and provide a decorative back. As with any paper item this large, 
there are a few minor dings and nicks around the edges but none of these 
very minor imperfections come any place close to printed portions of the 
notes.

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20123 New Orleans, LA- Crescent City Bank $5 18__ (Faded) G2a 
PMG Very Good 8. 

The bank was organized in 1857 and was forced into liquidation on 
August 23, 1862 by the Union Military Governor of New Orleans, 
Major-General Benjamin Butler. The note features a vignette of a Native 
American family that was later used on the T22 Confederate $10 Treasury 
Note printed by the firm under the banner of the Southern Bank Note 
Company and a red script FIVE protector.

It was located at the address shown until September, 1861 based on 
a newspaper notices. PMG mentions that the note is repaired although 
the nature and location of any repairs is not glaringly obvious through 
the holder. The Crescent City Bank is one of the few New Orleans com- 
mercial banks that does NOT have huge quantities of remainders still 
available. Over the years, we have handled a grand total of four $5s from 
this bank, including this example. A rare New Orleans issue of great his- 
toric interest.

The $10 design provides a consistent maritime 
theme with a large vignette of several ships off the coast of a distant town 
flanked by a vignette of Navigation seated with an eagle by a shield at 
left and another of a sailor seated with a telescope gazing out to sea. The 
vignette of Navigation on this note is a detail of the center vignette on the 
T17 Confederate $20 Treasury Note which was copied from another note 
by Hoyer & Ludwig in 1861. The note is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines.

During its early years, the 
bank served as one of Andrew Jackson’s “pet banks”, serving as a deposi- 
tory for federal funds. The attractive red and black design features a large 
vignette of a survey party next to an oval portrait of Charles Carroll. To 
the left, there is a vignette of a slave working with cotton that also served 
(in a larger format) on the T29 Confederate $10 Treasury Note printed by 
Blanton Duncan in 1861. A young woman’s portrait appears at right. A 
red-orange overall tint covers the note and augments two red-orange 5 
counters and two red and white V protectors over the signature lines. The 
note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual small 
POCs in the signature lines. PMG mentions tears that, aside from a tiny 
missing upper right corner tip, are quite unobtrusive.

Attractive and always in demand, this $3 note’s main drawing card is its central vignette, Polar Bear Attack/ The White Bear, engraved 
by De Witt Clinton Hay and adapted from the art of internationally-known artist Felix O.C. Darley. It was printed by the Boston branch of the ABNCo. 
Four fur-clad men in a small boat attempt to fend off an aggressive polar bear rising out of the water, his large paw already on the gunwale; their ship 
looms on the horizon. The Polar Bear Attack vignette, though not specifically historic, is relevant to the period of issue. It was engraved at the time of 
Henry Grinnell’s expeditions in search of ill-fated explorer John Franklin and his ships, HMS Erebus and HMS Terror, which were lost in the mid-1840s 
in the Canadian Arctic wilderness. The portrait at right is that of American patriot General Joseph Warren, who died a martyr’s death at the Battle of 
Bunker Hill on June 17, 1775. The state auditor’s die appears at left, indicating that this bank operated under the state’s free banking laws. The last time 
this design was offered by us it crossed the auction block for an impressive $13,200. While we believe that it will be difficult to achieve that lofty level, we 
should certainly test or exceed our conservative estimate.

These notes paid 
a hefty 10% interest rate and were called early. All interest payments were 
suspended on December 5, 1863. This example was issued on January 
19, 1863 and was scheduled for redemption on June 1, 1864. Printed on 
red fiber paper, the note has attractive red-orange protector devices that 
retain their original color and an oval portrait of the State Treasurer, 
Col. M.D. Haynes, the state treasurer. He committed suicide in 1865 after 
being implicated in a scandal involving a Confederate currency transac- 
tion, as well as a young woman’s portrait and a central vignette of a slave 
tending horses. PMG has noted minor evidence of previous mounting in 
the form of two hinge remnants.

The note has a por- 
trait of the state treasurer M.D. Haynes at upper left, a cotton bale wagon 
at center, and a slave picking cotton at lower right. The red-orange protec- 
tor panel has retained its original color. PMG mentions previous mount- 
ing and a penciled collector annotation on the back which appears to be a 
period annotation of the number 18.

It features a vignette of 
two allegorical women, representing, perhaps, Agriculture and Prosperity, 
floating in the clouds. Nearly twenty years later this vignette was dupli- 
cated by Hoyer & Ludwig for use on T7 Confederate $100 Treasury Notes. 
The left end panel has a vignette of a boy resting during the harvest while 
the end panel on the right has a vignette of a seated Native American. 
Kraus lists this as an R-7 rarity, with fewer than six examples estimated to 
exist. This is supported by the fact that this is only the second example of 
this note which we have offered in one of our public auctions.

The $2 has a vignette of an old man contem- 
platively lighting his pipe while taking a break in the fields along with an 
oval vignette of a farm couple and an oval portrait of Benjamin Franklin. 
The $3 has a similarly themed vignette of three men solving the world’s 
problems during a short break during harvest flanked by vignettes of a 
Native American hunter drawing a bow and a young woman. All three 
notes have decorative red backs. This was originally a four subject sheet 
with the top note, a $1, removed at some point.

Technically, this is a certificate of stock ownership for this intriguing 
issuer, a venture to develop a steam powered balloon, which alas, failed 
to get off the ground. In fact, there was considerable discussion through- 
out the 1840’s regarding the feasibility of this project, including an 1845 
article published in Scientific American furnishing details of a steam 
powered balloon. By the end of the decade, with the discovery of gold 
in California, the idea was revived. While a handful of these notes are 
known, in several different denominations, they are avidly sought after 
and seldom available. The last time this example crossed the auction 
block in our 2003 CAA Auction 329, it achieved $1,610 and we believe 
that that level will be tested or surpassed tonight.

This unusually named bank was organized in 1852 and remained in busi- 
ness until suspending operations in 1857. This note is similar to Haxby 
G2 but has an earlier printed date and two large red 1 protectors. The 
focal point is a milkmaid standing with a pail on her head, a vignette 
which later popped up on T39 and T40 CSA $100 Treasury Notes. In 
addition to the two aforementioned red 1 protectors, the state bank 
department die appears at left and an unidentified male portrait is at 
right. The note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the 
usual POCs in the signature lines. This note was in Lot 1285 of the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale as part of an uncut sheet; the only example of this 
denomination and variety from the bank. It is quite likely that this note is 
unique and destined to stay that way,

The uncut sheet has three identical $5s and a $10. The $5 design features 
a vignette of a Native American hunter stalking two deer at left and an 
oval vignette of Ceres at right. The State Bank Department die appears 
at upper right. The $10 design features a large sidewheeler steam pass- 
ing a badly out-of-proportion train exiting a tunnel. The State Bank 
Department die is at left. The sheet is printed on India paper with the 
usual six POCs in the signature lines of each note. There is a short top 
margin tear at center on the top $5 note. There were eight sheets of this 
type spread across several lots in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale but 
based on the number of single note offerings of Proofs of this variety, a 
fair number have been cut in the last three decades.

“As Made” Condition. 

The Fallkill Bank was organized in 1852 and remained in business until 
becoming the Fallkill National Bank of Poughkeepsie in 1865. The sheet 
has two identical $1s, a $2, and a $3. The $1 design features a center 
vignette depicting Justice and Liberty by a shield and eagle, flanked by 
the State Bank Department die at left and a well engraved, very detailed 
vignette of a dam. The $2 has a center vignette of a man watering his 
horse while driving livestock flanked by Justice seated above the State 
Bank Department die at left and the same dam vignette that appears 
on the $1s. The $3 has a center vignette of a boilermaker resting on top 
of a boiler flanked by a vignette of a woman seated by a large 3 with a 
lighthouse in the distance and the State Bank Department die at left and 
the common dam vignette used on the other two denominations on the 
right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the 
usual POCs in each signature line. This sheet was not in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale and is, in all likelihood, unique in sheet form. Also included 
in this lot is a die proof of the $3 “Woman seated by large 3 and light- 
house” vignette. while not graded it is in essentially “As Made” condition. 
The rather dramatic swirl patterns on the back of both items are glue 
stains from previous mounting to archive cards and do not affect either 
the sheet or the die proof.

This is flanked by an excellently 
engraved vignette of a dam at left and a fanciful vignette of two Native 
Americans seated by a huge 5 at right. The State Bank Department die 
is in the lower right corner. The $10 center vignette is the same vignette 
of the dam as mentioned above, flanked by a vignette of a resting farm 
woman at left and Liberty standing by a large X and the State Bank 
Department die at right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in the signature lines. A 
die proof of the $10 “Resting Farm Woman” Vignette is included in this 
lot and is not graded, although it is in essentially “As Made” condition. 
The rather dramatic swirl patterns on the back of both items are glue 
stains from previous mounting to archive cards and do not affect either 
the sheet or the die proof. There were no examples of this sheet in the 
1990 ABNCo Archives sale, and we are unaware of any additional sheets 
at present.

Department die at right. The $5 design has a river steamer passing a 
badly out-of-scale train emerging from a tunnel flanked by a vignette of 
Ceres at left and the State Bank Department die at right. The $10 design 
features an oval vignette of Daniel Webster above a glorious eagle and 
flag vignette with the State Bank Department die at left. The sheet is 
printed on India paper with six POCs in the signature lines of each note. 
PMG notes tears which are primarily in the margins. There were three 
examples of this sheet in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

This auction had four group lots of uncut sheets on this 
bank. There were seven sheets of these denominations in this configura- 
tion, but only three had the red denomination overprint like the example 
in this lot. This uncut sheet next appeared at auction as lot 736 in part 
VI of the John J. Ford, Jr. Collection that was held in 2004. Each note has 
rubberstamped in red ink on the back, “Property of American Bank Note 
Co.” This is a fragile uncut sheet with paper loss confined to the edges. 
Also, the $5 and $100 notes have long edge tears with the longest being 
approximately 1.5 inches on the latter. We had never before offered an 
uncut sheet on this desirable bank before this auction. There will be no 
returns on this lot for any reason.

This sheet is with- 
out red protectors. The $5 design features a river steamer passing a badly 
out-of-scale train emerging from a tunnel flanked by a vignette of Ceres 
at left and the State Bank Department die at right. The $20 design has 
a center vignette very similar to that used on T39 and T40 Confederate 
$100 Treasury Notes, flanked by an unidentified male portrait and the 
State Bank Department die. The $50 note has an allegorical vignette of 
maidens representing perhaps Hope, Agriculture, and Industry flanked 
by the State Bank Department die and an interesting portrait of Major 
Robert Anderson who commanded Fort Sumter at the outset of the Civil 
War. The $100 design has a large center vignette of a dam and a large oval 
portrait of a young girl with the State Bank Department die at right. The 
sheet is printed on India paper with six POCs (the $5 has only 5 POCs) 
in the signature lines on each note. PMG notes tears which seem to be 
around the margins.

The $1 design features a large vignette 
of a milkmaid with a pail on her head that was later used on T39 and 
T40 CSA $100 Treasury Notes. A vignette Ceres seated is at left and the 
state bank department die is at right. The note is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. This 
note was one of six examples of this design that appeared in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale and we believe that those six notes represent the 
surviving Proof population.

The $3 design has a handsome vignette of Commerce seated on a bale 
that was copied by Hoyer & Ludwig when they put the T36 Confederate 
$5 Treasury Note into production in the Spring of 1862. It is flanked by 
a portrait of Washington and an equally impressive vignette of, presum- 
ably, the bank’s headquarters. It is printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with the usual small POCs in the signature lines. Very Rare 
and not previously in any of our public auctions, with but one example 
appearing in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale.

The bank was organized in 1852 and remained in business until becom- 
ing the Wyoming County National Bank of Warsaw in 1865. The sheet 
has four denominations represented. The $1 design features farmers 
plowing flanked by the State Bank Department die at left and an oval 
portrait of Franklin at right. The $2 features a train vignette very similar 
to that adopted for Confederate Criswell T40 $100 Treasury Notes. This is 
flanked by the State Bank Department die at left and a large oval portrait 
of Washington at right. The $3 has a detailed scene of a farrier shoeing a 
horse, flanked by the State Bank Department die at left and an oval por- 
trait of Webster at right. Finally, the $5 has a vignette of a seated farm girl 
in a field during harvest, flanked by the State Bank Department seal at 
left and an almost never seen oval portrait of William H. Seward who was 
serving as United States senator from New York between 1849 and 1861 
at right. The sheet is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
the usual four POCs (some have not been fully punched) in the signature 
lines. There were nine sheets like this one in the 1990 ABNCo Archives 
sale. From the volume of single Proof notes seen in the market, many, 
perhaps most, of these sheets have been cut to provide single notes to col- 
lectors. Your cataloger hopes that this premium grade sheet will be kept 
intact for future generations of collectors.

A very rare sutler note for a North Carolina brigade. The Fourth Brigade, 
under General Alfred Moore Scales, comprised several regiments. They 
were part of Pender’s Division, 3rd Army Corp, Army of Northern 
Virginia and fought at Gettysburg where Scales was badly wounded and 
his brigade ravaged during its participation in Gettysburg including 
Pickett’s Charge. The unit lost 550 men out of 1350 men engaged. The 
note is simple, with minimal ornamentation, but is a rare and historic 
artifact of the Civil War. Rare, with only three or four examples known to 
us at present.

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20185 Raleigh, NC- Bank of North Carolina (Second), Charlotte 
Branch $20 Nov. 1, 1859 G16 PMG Very Fine 20. 

A superb late antebellum period design, this Charlotte Branch $20 
features large portraits of Washington and John Marshall flanking a 
vignette of a farmer feeding a horse. At left is a vignette of a slave working 
with cotton that was apparently copied by Blanton Duncan for use on the 
T29 Confederate $10 Treasury Note in 1861 with some embellishments. 
At right is a seldom seen vignette of a younger Ben Franklin setting type. 
For enhanced security the note has two orange 20 protectors, two bicolor 
counters, and the bank name printed in orange. A wonderfully executed 
and rare North Carolina note.

The Bank of Cape Fear was a large multi-branch network that was ini- 
tially organized in 1804 and ultimately had seven branches in addition 
to Wilmington. The Bank of Cape Fear network suffered a slow agoniz- 
ing death after the war, with the Shareholders Annual Meeting on May 
22, 1870 finally implementing steps to wind up the bank’s affairs. Bits 
and pieces of the bank’s assets such as branch bank buildings had been 
placed up for sale several years before this final act and $130,000 in cir- 
culating notes had been burned in 1869. The $8 features a rendition of 
the train vignette used on T39 and T40 Confederate $100 Treasury Notes. 
The note is printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the signature 
lines. Determining the exact number of Proofs of this variety in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale is somewhat problematic due to ambiguous attribu- 
tions but suffice it to say that this Proof is very popular due to its denomi- 
nation and tie to Confederate Treasury Notes. Unlike many of its brother 
examples, this note is in premium problem-free condition.

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20187 Cincinnati, OH- Bank of Cincinnati $1 Certificate of Deposit 
18__ Wolka 0375-17 Remainder PMG Choice Uncirculated 64. 

The bank opened without a charter in 1814. It obtained a state charter 
in 1816 under the provisions of the so-called Bonus Law of 1816 that was 
designed to increase state revenues while limiting the number of banks. 
The state received stock in participating banks and, in return, extended 
bank charters to January 1, 1843, provided exemption from other state 
taxes, and promised no additional new banks would be authorized until 
after 1843. Even with all of this assistance, the bank failed in 1819. It 
reopened again in 1820 and failed for the second time in 1821. Hoping 
that the third time was the charm, the bank opened yet again in 1837 just 
in time for the Panic of 1837. The bank suspended in 1842 and was looted 
by a mob during a riot in Cincinnati on January 11, 1842. This note, 
styled as a certificate of deposit, was printed for use during the bank’s 
final period of active operation and features an angel and cherub reveal- 
ing a shield depicting an eagle flanked by two female portraits. A huge 
red ONE protector completes the design. PMG mentions pinholes which 
are of no consequence on a note of this stature. A very rare note, missing 
from the landmark Wendell Wolka Collection and not previously offered 
in any of our public auctions in recent memory,

The Bank of Cincinnati was an ill-starred venture. It opened in 1814 
without the benefit of a state charter. In 1816 it obtained a charter that 
was to expire January 1, 1843. In addition to regular notes, the bank 
issued these certificates of deposit which were payable to the bearer on 
demand. We suspect that this was probably done to dodge requirements 
for cash reserves to secure its circulation. The bank suspended in 1819, 
was revived in 1820, and quickly suspended again in 1821. In the epitome 
of bad timing, the bank chose 1837 to try again, only to run into the Panic 
of 1837. It failed for the third time in 1842 in spectacular fashion that saw 
rioting in the streets of Cincinnati and the looting of the bank. The note 
features a portrait of Reverend Dr. Alfred Elwyn as a child. There was 
no connection to the bank; the portrait was used for apparently purely 
aesthetic reasons. Ironically nearly twenty years later, Leggett, Keatinge 
& Ball chose his portrait for exactly the same reasons when they designed 
the T24 Confederate $20 Treasury Note. The Cincinnati note carries an 
addition vignette of an angel and cherub unveiling a frame emblazoned 
an eagle and incorporates a large red 100 protector. The note was only 
known in Proof form to Wolka, and is excessively rare in any form. A 
neat addition to any Ohio or Confederate collection.

The bank was organized in 1807 and remained in business until 
1864 when it became the Farmers and Mechanics National Bank of 
Philadelphia in 1864. The design has a center vignette of Mercury hold- 
ing aloft a bag of coins and a caduceus while standing next to a shield 
with the Pennsylvania coat of arms dockside. The note is printed on India 
paper mounted on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present in 
the signature spaces. This note appeared in lot 1644 of the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale along with the following $1,000 Post Note and is almost 
certainly unique.

Note 18__ UNL PMG Choice About Unc 58. 

First organized in 1807 and remained in business until 1864 when it 
became the Farmers and Mechanics National Bank of Philadelphia. The 
design has a center vignette of Mercury holding aloft a bag of coins and 
a caduceus while standing next to a shield with the Pennsylvania coat of 
arms dockside. The note is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock 
with no forms of cancellation present in the signature spaces. PMG notes 
a small missing upper right corner tip. This note appeared in lot 1644 of 
the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale and is illustrated on page 239 in that sale’s 
catalog. It is almost certainly unique.

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20191 Philadelphia, PA- Moyamensing Bank (in the County of 
Philadelphia) $3 18__ G2? Proof PMG Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 

The bank operated under this name until becoming the Bank of 
Commerce in 1845. This is either Haxby G2 (listed as 1830s, NDA [no 
description available] - SENC ) or an unlisted design. The center of atten- 
tion is a vignette of Commerce seated on a bale that was copied by Hoyer 
& Ludwig when they put the T36 Confederate $5 Treasury Note into pro- 
duction in the Spring of 1862. The Pennsylvania note is printed on India 
paper with the usual POCs in the signature lines. This is the first example 
of this design that we have offered and believe that there are not many 
more examples out there.

The bank was organized in 1857 and remained a state bank until finally 
becoming the Stroudsburg National Bank in 1887. The striking red and 
black design features a large vignette of livestock gathered at a water 
trough, flanked by portraits of George and Martha Washington. A red- 
brown overall tint covers the note with a lighter red security panel over 
the denomination and signature spaces. It is printed on India paper 
mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. The 
bank name and color registration marks appear in the top selvage on this 
note. There were two examples of this note, one in Lot 1756 and one in 
Lot 1757, in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. At this time, we are unaware 
of any other examples.

The bank opened in 1857 and, according to newspaper accounts, it 
remained in business until 1867 when it became a private bank under the 
banner of B.C. Wickham & Co. This later incarnation failed in 1883. The 
design features a train vignette, similar to that later used on T39 and T40 
$100 CSA Treasury Notes, a portrait of Thomas Jefferson at right, and a 
small vignette of a duck family at bottom center. There is no tint or pro- 
tector. The note is printed on India paper and has the usual POCs in the 
signature lines. PMG notes minor repairs which are not glaringly obvi- 
ous. There were only two examples of this variety with no tint in the 1990 
ABNCo Archives sale.

The Wyoming Bank was organized in 1829 and remained in business 
until 1865 when it became the Wyoming National Bank of Wilkesbarre. 
This dynamic and striking $5 design was produced by National Bank 
Note Co. and features a large vignette of America that at just about the 
time this note was printed was also being used on the T3 Confederate 
“Montgomery” $100 Treasury Note. Interestingly, National Bank Note 
Co. took the time to make some faint modifications, including making 
the shield look less “federal” by broadening and reducing the number of 
vertical stripes and fading out some of the stars on America’s robe so that 
it appeared a bit less “star spangled.” The note also has a more pedestrian 
portrait of a young woman along with spectacular end panels and protec- 
tor panels over the signature spaces. It is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. For obvious rea- 
sons, this NBNC Proof did not appear in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale 
but was known to, and illustrated by, Haxby in Proof form. We are aware 
of perhaps three to four examples of this Proof with green tints. Most are 
locked up tight in long term holdings.

The bank was incorporated in 1804 and remained in business until 
becoming the Union National Bank of Newport in 1881. Printed by 
Durand & Company, New York, the notes are printed directly on card 
and have various vignettes of sailing vessels as well as portraits of the 
Reverend Alfred Elwyn as a child (later used on CSA and southern states 
notes) as well as of Major General Nathanael Greene. The notes are print- 
ed directly on cardstock which has damp stains and damage, but that has 
been repaired. Most of the damage and repairs are confined to areas out- 
side of the printed elements of the notes although the damp stains do, in 
fact, appear on portions of all four notes. There were two sheets of these 
notes that appeared in Lot 1813 of the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale; one 
printed on India paper mounted on card and one printed directly on card 
(likely this sheet). These certainly represent the majority of the surviv- 
ing Proofs of these designs. All previous examples seen have been single 
examples from cut sheets.

The Atlas Bank was incorporated in 1854 and remained in business until 
1867 when it voluntarily closed its doors. The $1 design features the same 
passenger train vignette as used on T15 Confederate $50 Treasury Notes 
in 1861. It is flanked by a vignette of Minerva (which was used on the T5 
Confederate $100 Treasury Note) at left and an oval female portrait at 
right. A small vignette of a dog head titled Fidelity is at bottom center. A 
large red FIVE protector completes the design. There are no repairs or 
impairments worth mentioning noted by PMG.

The Marine Bank was organized in 1856 and remained in business 
until becoming the Third National Bank of Providence in 1865. The $10 
design is quite striking, with an oversize oval vignette of an allegorical 
woman reclining by the Rhode Island coat of arms flanked by America 
with Niagara Falls in the distance to the left and Commerce reclining on 
bales to the right. The Commerce portion of this vignette was clearly later 
copied by Hoyer & Ludwig for use on the T46 Confederate $10 Treasury 
Note. The Rhode Island note was printed on India paper mounted on 
cardstock with the usual POCs in the signature lines. While no examples 
appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, Haxby was aware of, and 
illustrated, this type in Proof form. We are aware of two, or perhaps three, 
examples of this Proof at present.

The bank was incorporated in 1823 and remained in business until 
becoming the Mechanics National Bank of Providence in 1865. This note 
has been branded as a “Non Genuine Proof” by most modern sources, 
apparently based on a Wismer listing. Haxby’s listing indicates that he 
had never seen the note and Durand lists the exact same description, as 
does Bowers who also indicates that none are known. In your cataloger’s 
view, the existence of this Proof suggests that this “non-genuine” status 
may be incorrect. Rather this seems to be perhaps a proposed design that 
was never adopted. The Wismer description may, in fact, refer to some 
non-genuine issue that could be used to describe all sorts of various 
fraudulent designs which have not survived. It seems unlikely that anyone 
perpetrating some fraud would take the time to have a Proof made. In any 
case, this note is very rare and possibly unique.

This $5 design uses a vignette 
of five allegorical women representing Commerce, Agriculture, Justice, 
Prosperity, and Industry surrounding a large 5 that also appeared on T31 
Confederate $5 Treasury Notes printed by Southern Bank Note Co. (a 
cover for the New Orleans branch of ABNCo) at just about the same time 
this note was in circulation. An oval portrait of a young boy, a dog head 
representing Fidelity, and a large red FIVE protector complete the design. 
This note is rare, with this being the first example we have offered in one 
of our public auctions.

The bank remained 
in business until becoming the Citizens National Bank of Woonsocket 
in 1865. The $3 design features a vignette of Commerce, Ceres, and 
Navigation that was copied by Hoyer & Ludwig for use on the T17 
Confederate $20 Treasury Note in 1861. This is flanked by oval vignettes 
of a passenger train at left and Washington’s Headquarters at Newburgh, 
NY with a flag pole flying the Stars and Stripes at right. The note is print- 
ed on India paper mounted on cardstock with the usual POCs in the sig- 
nature lines. Three examples of this design appeared in the 1990 ABNCo 
Archives sale and likely represent the population of surviving Proofs. At 
least one of the other two examples had minor paper pulls in the POCs.

It went on to become 
the Bank of Charleston, National Banking Association in 1872. The bank 
provided the plate from which this note was printed to the Confederate 
government who used the plate to develop the famed Indian Princess T35 
Confederate $5 Treasury Note. This note also has serial number 1. An 
historic note deserving a place in any South Carolina or Confederate col- 
lection. The note has been previously mounted.

A particularly 
nice example, it is well printed on bright paper with no repairs or other 
impairments aside from the usual cut cancels, and what PMG describes 
as an “as-made” ink spot hidden by Ceres’ clothing. Of the 214 examples 
of this design graded to date by PMG, this is the highest graded note 
recorded.

The $100 denomination from this series is a good bit scarcer than the 
lower denominations. This is a classic Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson 
design from the period, with an allegorical vignette of Moneta receiving 
coins from Mercury flanked by vignettes of an early passenger train and a 
sailing vessel. The note also features the hallmark orange Lone Star back 
which has retained virtually all of its original color with little or no oxi- 
dation. As is the case with the almost all of the surviving notes from this 
popular series, the note is cut cancelled. Of the 149 examples of this note 
graded by PMG to date, this note is a podium finisher, being the third 
highest grade note reported.

$10 Jan. 1, 1848 C8a Medlar 7 PCGS Banknote About Unc 55. 

The Commercial & Agricultural Bank was the only bank authorized to 
issue currency in Texas by virtue of its 1835 charter granted by Mexico. 
However, this banking privilege remained dormant until 1848 when 
Samuel L. Williams opened the bank due to special permission received 
from the Texas Congress. He operated it for ten years until he died on 
September 13, 1858. The bank closed shortly thereafter for good in 1859. 
The bank constantly had to fend off lawsuits in state courts during its life. 
The lawsuits were brought about by Jacksonian anti-banking enemies 
on the grounds that the bank violated Texas’ constitutional prohibitions 
against banks. Today, contemporary counterfeits and Proofs are all that 
collectors have to choose from as all of the bank’s notes are all listed as 
being SENC, surviving examples not confirmed, in the Haxby reference. 
This was the only bank in Texas until the Civil War ended and the first 
national bank, the National Bank of Texas at Galveston charter number 
1642, opened for business in May 1866. This counterfeit is rather well 
done and would have created problems in commerce when the bank was 
still in operation. It features a portrait of Washington flanked by Ceres 
and, perhaps, Commerce. The left end panel has a vignette of a cotton 
plant while a portrait of a young woman appears at right. There is also an 
attractive blue back. While not terribly rare, this note, even as a counter- 
feit, is just about the only “pure play” obsolete note available from Texas.

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20205 Houston, TX- Republic of Texas $100 Dec. 15, 1837 Cr. H9 
Medlar 40 PMG Choice Fine 15 Net, CC. 

The first series Republic of Texas “Star” notes are very popular and dif- 
ficult to obtain in higher grades. The series was authorized by the Texas 
Congress Act of June 9, 1837. Notes were payable twelve months from 
issue date and yielded 10% interest per their obligation. Henry Smith, 
Secretary Treasurer at that time, served as the first Governor of the 
Provisional Government of Texas in 1835. He lost the election for the first 
presidency of the Republic of Texas to Sam Houston, but actually gar- 
nered more votes than Stephen F. Austin. This has a secretarial signature 
of Sam Houston (notice the similarities of William G. Cooke’s signature 
on the back, as he was designated the signer for Houston). There is no 
imprint for this series and type. PMG mentions that the note is cut can- 
celled, backed, and repaired.

An attractive note that is uncancelled with no repairs present. The back is 
endorsed by William G. Cooke who was authorized to sign these notes for 
Sam Houston, whose secretarial signature appears on the face of the note. 
The similarities in the handwriting style are clear. This variety has “SEC. 
OF TRRAS’Y” rather than the correct “SEC. OF TREAS’Y” PMG men- 
tions some ink erosion and minor damage in the top margin. Scarce and 
seldom offered.

While the rarity of notes from this little known issuer is not in question, 
the history of the issuer is subject to much conjecture. Your cataloger 
has not been able to find any information about the issuer aside from 
what can be deduced from the notes themselves. The note appears to be 
from the 1830s or 1840s in terms of style and was apparently printed by 
Woodruff, Tucker & Co. of Cincinnati. There are three different names 
signing as President on three of the four notes that are signed in tonight’s 
auction, probably suggesting some, if not all, are fraudulently filled in. 
The $1 features an allegorical seated woman holding grain and an olive 
branch flanked by oval vignettes of Justice at left and Ceres at right. PMG 
notes that the upper left corner tip has been repaired/replaced and that 
the note, in their opinion, is falsely filled in. However, on a note of this 
rarity with only a couple of examples known to us at present, that all 
makes little difference.

The $3 from this excessively rare Republic-era Texas issuer was printed 
by Woodruff, Tucker & Co. It features a vignette of a hunter in the woods 
flanked by oval framed cameo-like medallion heads. It was payable in 
“star” notes, thought to refer to the Republic of Texas “Lone Star” series 
notes from 1839 to the early 1840s. PMG notes that there are a number 
of very small tape repairs of equally small internal splits or tears. We are 
able to verify only two surviving examples at this time, with one of those 
in the SMU Library as part of the Barr-Rowe Collection held by that insti- 
tution.

The $5 denomination is unlisted in the standard Texas references, with 
the only other example known to us in the Rowe-Barr Collection in the 
SMU Library. The design features an allegorical vignette of a goddess in 
a four wheeled chariot being drawn by griffins flanked by vignettes of 
a water god and Justice standing. PMG notes damage to the top margin 
and indicates that the signatures have been falsely added. On notes of this 
excessive rarity it does not make much difference.

Exchange Co. $10 18__ Medlar UNL Remainder PMG Choice Fine 15. 
The largest denomination known for this enigmatic Republic-era Texas 
issuer. Printed by Woodruff, Tucker & Co, Cincinnati, the design features 
a vignette of a seated allegorical woman representing Justice flanked by 
a seldom seen cameo-like medallion portrait of a mother with her two 
children at left, and an allegorical vignette of, perhaps, Music holding a 
lyre. PMG mentions some stains and there is a band of toning across the 
top of the note. When we offered this example in 2015, as part of the Eric 
P. Newman Collection, it crossed the auction block for $2820. We are 
not aware of another example in private or public hands, and expect that 
valuation level to be tested again.

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20211 Brattleboro, VT- Windham County Bank $100 Mar. __18___ as 
Gl6a PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, POCs. 

The bank was organized in 1857 and remained in business until becom- 
ing the First National Bank of Brattleboro in 1864. While lower denomi- 
nation notes from this bank are often encountered, the same can not be 
said for the $100. The design features Justice and Manufacturing leaning 
over a beehive, a symbol often associated with the trait of industrious- 
ness. This vignette is flanked by oval portraits of George and Martha 
Washington. An orange overall tint and a white 100 protector complete 
the design, which is printed on India paper mounted on cardstock with 
the usual small POCs in the signature lines.

The bank was organized in 1824 and remained in business until 1865 
when it became the National Bank of Rutland. The $50 design sports a 
large passenger train vignette flanked by two oval female portraits and 
and twin red L protectors with a small dog head below representing 
Fidelity. The note is printed on India paper with the usual POCs in the 
signature and date lines. PMG notes some issues in the upper left corner 
margins. There were no examples of this in the 1999 ABNCo Archives 
sale, and we are aware of only three examples at present.

The Exchange Bank opened on June 22, 1854 and remained in business 
until voluntarily relinquishing its charter on September 15, 1865 and 
merging its business with the First National Bank of Springfield which 
had been formed in 1863. The $5 design features a portrait of Washington 
surrounded by five allegorical women. The three women on the left, 
Commerce, Ceres, and Navigation formed a vignette that Hoyer & Ludwig 
copied for use on the T17 Confederate $20 Treasury Note that was issued 
between September and November, 1861. The other two allegorical 
women are America and Liberty. Portraits of Daniel Webster and John 
C. Calhoun as well as a large red FIVE protector complete the design. 
Technically it is a remainder as there is no visible serial number, but it is 
clear that this note spent at least some time in circulation. The portrait of 
Calhoun also appears to have possibly been used on the T1 Confederate 
$1000 Treasury Note produced by National Bank Note Co. This note is 
excessively rare, and possibly unique. When we offered this note two 
decades ago, it crossed the auction block for nearly $750 and we believe 
that level will be challenged or exceeded tonight.

This would explain Richmond being crossed out and replaced by a hand- 
written Henrico on this note. The Shockoe Hill Bank title is symbolic and 
has nothing to do with the business. Shockoe Hill was one of several hills 
on which much of the oldest portion of the City of Richmond was built. 
This denomination for this issuer is unlisted in the Virginia state catalog 
and is a relatively late use for the 12-1/2¢ denomination. Foreign coins, 
including Spanish bit-based coins, were no longer accepted as legal tender 
in the United States under the Coinage Act of 1857. All in all, a neat note 
with all sorts of historic interest, in nice condition, with great rarity.

A2) which was in circulation in 
Texas around the time that this note was being used. There is just a bit of 
very minor edge roughness on this note that has no repairs or meaning- 
ful impairments. This is a rare note that is not listed in either the Virginia 
catalog or Vlack’s advertising note catalog.

Jones gave this note an R-7 (2-4 known surviving 
examples) rating, with which we concur, as we have not previously offered 
this note type.

In any case, 
this note attractively depicts a large vignette of Washington standing at 
left, an artistic end panel at right, and a large serial number scroll in the 
middle. As a bonus, this denomination is not listed in the Virginia state 
catalog. Another very rare Virginia note that may not be seen again for 
some time.

This note is listed as a Remainder but obvi- 
ously saw time in circulation even without a serial number. In addition, 
PMG mentions some tears which are quite small. We have handled a large 
number of 5¢ notes, both facsimiles and otherwise, but have not handled 
this variety previously.

12,300 $50s were issued and by late 1863 only 268 remained extant. In 2006, Hugh Shull estimated that there were 16-50 remaining $50 survivors. PMG 
comments previously mounted.

The design features a large rendition of the Virginia coat of arms at left, an allegor- 
ical vignette which was also used on T28 CSA $10 Treasury Notes at center, and an oval portrait of John Tyler at right. Red design elements complete the 
attractive design, executed and printed by Hoyer & Ludwig. It is superior in many respects to the notes that the firm did for the Confederate government. 
There is faint evidence of previous mounting on the back which is of little concern on a note of this rarity.

A wonderfully 
detailed red protector depicts two allegorical women and the denomination 100. This note will take any collection to which it is added to the next level. 
The fact that there is faint evidence of previous mounting on the back has virtually no impact on a note of this importance and beauty. This note is only 
the fourth example that we have been able to offer in any of our public auctions, and is one of only about a half dozen known to us at present.

6,150 $500s were issued, with a scant 217 
remaining outstanding in late 1863. Today only 2 examples are believed to be extant, with this note besting the Eric P. Newman Collection note, which 
was backed, toned, and repaired, by a pretty wide margin in terms of condition.

This gives 
the initial impression of a Progressive Proof sheet of some kind, but that 
is not the case. There are comments written in the top selvage indicating 
that the $100 note had been removed from the sheet. Comments such as 
these add interest to the sheet and are almost never seen on Proprietary 
Proofs. There is a small chip out of the selvage where the color alignment 
marks are that does not affect the printed portions of the $20 note. This 
sheet provides interesting insights into the workings of ABNCo and will 
be a significant addition to any Virginia or ABNCo collection.

The Bank of Richmond was organized in 1860 as an Independent (Free) Bank. It apparently made it through the war years, declaring a 3% dividend in 
January 1865. In February, 1865 the bank offered to redeem $8 in its banknotes for $1 in specie. On April 11, 1865, nine days after Richmond fell, the 
bank’s building is listed as destroyed in the fire that accompanied Richmond’s capitulation, and in October, 1866 a notice appeared that the bank’s vaults 
had been purchased at auction, dug up, and hauled off by the high bidder. In all of this there is no suggestion that the bank ever reopened or attempted to 
reopen. The sheet features four high quality high denomination notes that are printed in three colors; black, red, and green. The $20 features a vignette 
of men loading a wagon with cotton bales. The $25 features a vignette titled The Twins depicting two allegorical women representing Agriculture and 
Industry. The $50 features a vignette of a newspaper boy hawking a paper to a gentleman on the docks while the $100 has a vignette of a sailor regaling 
two farmers with a tale while pointing out to sea. All of the notes have the state banking die and a space for the State Treasurer to sign, thus putting them 
in compliance with state requirements for banks operating under the state’s free banking laws. The sheet is printed on India paper with the usual POCs 
in the signature lines, but also has 0000 serial numbers and SPECIMEN stamped twice on each note. The exact purpose for the SPECIMEN and printed 
0000 serial number additions is unclear at present. PMG notes tear repairs and stains, neither of which are glaringly obvious or do much to distract 
from this amazing sheet’s appeal. This sheet was part of the legendary Schingoethe Collection, and has its origins in London where it was one of sev- 
eral sheets specially marked SPECIMEN in this manner.

The bank was not authorized by the General Assembly until 1860 and 
only remained in business until 1865 when it was physically destroyed 
during a fire which swept through portions of Richmond when the city 
fell on April 3. The $100 was the largest denomination issued by this bank 
and is printed in three colors, with green and red counters and a green 
HUNDRED protector. Interestingly, this note that was issued after the 
commencement of hostilities still sports the state treasurer countersig- 
nature and die. This practice had been dispensed with by most of the 
state’s free banks much earlier, suggesting that this note may have been in 
inventory, signed by the state treasurer, for some time before finally being 
released in the summer of 1861. The note is very rare with perhaps 2-4 
known surviving examples according to Jones-Littlefield. We have only 
been able to offer three previous examples of this design, one of which 
had large cut out cancels. PMG has noted repairs which are not major or 
noticeable from the face and do not detract from the beauty and sheer 
rarity of this note.

The establishment was located at the corner of Main and 9th 
Streets, meaning that it had a 75% chance of being burned to the ground 
when Richmond burned near the end of the Civil War (only one corner of 
the intersection escaped destruction). There were two varieties of the 15¢ 
note; one with a tender behind the locomotive in the center vignette and 
one without. This variety has the tender. A great note from a great issuer 
that has seen circulation, but has survived the experience without attract- 
ing any repairs or meaningful impairments. We have handled three 
examples of this note over the years, with this being the nicest of the three 
by a significant margin.

The 11¢ denomina- 
tion is excessively rare, to the point that Durand listed it as essentially 
uncollectible. This note provides the opportunity for either Virginia or 
odd denomination collectors to fill this important gap. The note is quite 
presentable even with a small right edge notch. It served as the plate note 
on page 206 of the Jones-Littlefield Virginia catalog and is one of 2-4 sur- 
viving examples believed to exist by Jones.

The 5¢ denomination is new, being previously 
unknown and unlisted. The note has a small steamer vignette and has 
selvage on three sides. The tears mentioned by PMG do no touch printed 
portions of the note design although there are a few meaningless nicks in 
the bottom border. An excessively rare note that outshines the only other 
note we have handled from this firm; a 25¢ note that was severed and 
reattached with other problems.

This note served 
as the plate note in the Virginia state catalog.

The bank pub- 
lished a Statement of Condition as of April 1, 1866 that showed a balance 
sheet grossly over-weighted with Confederate securities and notes. The 
statement indicated that the bank’s outstanding circulation was to be 
redeemed in National Currency at the rate of 30¢ on the dollar. Printed 
by ABNCo, the note features a center vignette of a slave caring for horses 
flanked by a portrait of Washington and a vignette of a young child hold- 
ing flowers. The note has two green X protectors and two green and black 
denominational counters. It is printed on India paper mounted on card 
with the usual POCs in the signature spaces. Rare in Proof form.

The $20s have a portrait of Henry Clay, 
the vignette on the $50 is of Liberty, and the $100 has Benjamin Franklin showing a child a bust of George Washington.

The bank was technically still 
in business for about another year when its statement of condition was 
published, showing a balance sheet awash in worthless Confederate notes 
and bonds. Apparently the bank stood prepared to redeem its circulation 
at 30¢ on the dollar in specie at that time. The note features a portrait of 
a young girl inside a large green C protector at center flanked by a large 
rendition of the state coat of arms at left and Franklin teaching a young 
child by a bust of Washington at right. There are additional green securi- 
ty devices as well. PMG mentions some pinholes which have virtually no 
impact on this very rare note’s desirability. This is the first time we have 
been able to offer this denomination from this bank in non-reprint, fully 
issued form.

PMG mentions a 
tear that is not readily visible, but either way, it remains a very scarce note 
with a Jones rarity rating of R-6 (5-9 surviving examples known).

The bank was one of the state’s large multi-branch banking networks 
that served the state prior to the end of the Civil War.

Organized in 
1804, the bank closed its doors in October, 1865 when it declared that 
it would redeem its circulation at the rate of 25¢ coin or the equivalent 
in currency (probably U.S. currency) per $1 of its paper. As an alterna- 
tive, note holders could receive 16¢ in coin or its equivalent in currency 
and an unknown percentage of the excess assets remaining after the 
bank’s affairs were wound up. Depositors of Confederate currency were 
to receive their deposits back in that now worthless form. The $15 note 
design, from more prosperous antebellum times, features an interesting 
vignette of Pythagoras instructing a youth in geometry. This is flanked 
by four cameo-like medallion heads, one of which has regrettably been 
cut from the note for some misguided reason. It is printed on India paper, 
mounted on original archive paper, and was part of an uncut sheet of 
three $10s and this $15 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale (Lot 2014). 
Unfortunately, this attribution is fully confirmed by the missing vignette 
on this note.

Mason was captured along with fellow Confederate diplomat John Slidell 
on their way to England aboard the RMS Trent. This diplomatic incident 
became known as the Trent Affair. Mason and Slidell were eventu- 
ally freed from United States imprisonment and set sail a second time to 
England. Mason would go on to represent the Confederacy in England 
and later in France, as he unsuccessfully sought diplomatic recognition 
for the Confederacy. The vignette on this plate letter A printing plate is 
the same as appears on Confederate T17 notes with Ceres seated between 
Commerce and Navigation. Overall dimensions of the printing plate are 
approximately 9.25 by 3.75 inches. The printing plate is not graded, but 
has rust spots.

The Southern Independent Bank title does not refer to an actual bank. It 
has been verified that A, Weill was a dry goods merchant in business at 
the location specified on the note ca. 1862. The note features a well done 
vignette of a steamer at center. PMG mentions pinholes and an edge tear 
which are not glaringly obvious and have little impact on this rare note’s 
desirability. Jones estimated 2-4 surviving examples which still seems 
about right. This is our first offering of this rare note.

It appears that 
this note was part of Lot 2029 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. Possibly 
unique.

This Proof makes use of vignettes that were used by the Government of 
Texas ($5 Cr. H16) and later by the Confederacy (T35 $5 Treasury Note; 
the so-called Indian Princess note). It is printed on India paper mounted 
on cardstock with no forms of cancellation present. This note is a differ- 
ent example than the one that appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale 
and subsequently was illustrated in the Krause state catalog (that note 
had a small piece of the lower right corner missing). This note is probably 
from an uncut 5-5-10-20 Proof sheet that came to the market in 2009 and 
was likely subsequently cut. We are unaware of any additional examples 
at present.

The $2 features a large oval portrait of a 
young girl flanked by vignettes of a milkmaid with her cows and two Native Americans gazing at the “advance of civilization” in the form of a distant 
city and other infrastructure. A red and white TWO protector panel and the state banking die complete the design of this note designed and printed by 
ABNCo. This is the only example of this denomination and variety known to us at present. This note sold for $1,440 in 2018 and we fully expect that 
price level to be tested or exceeded tonight.

The 
reason for this unusual sequence of events lay in a flaw in the enabling legislation that established the National Banking system. When the legislation 
was drafted, the drafters decreed that all charters would have a twenty-year life, with the expiration of charters for the first several hundred banks char- 
tered set for early 1882. As this date drew near without corrective legislation having been enacted, the affected banks began to panic, as their corporate 
existence would be terminated without such legislation. Many filed applications for new charters, and more than a few actually entered into a voluntary 
liquidation, with some simply reorganizing under a new charter with, of course, a higher charter number, and others allowing their charters to lapse and 
assuming a new corporate identity with a new higher charter number. Much of this effort and expense was in vain, as the legislation that finally passed 
in July of 1882 extended the corporate lives of already existing National Banks by twenty years, grandfathering in those institutions that remained open 
under their old charters.” This attractive mid-grade piece realized $4,320 eight years ago and, as it is still unique today, should certainly do at least as 
well.

The final issue of Continental Currency was authorized by the January 14, 1779 Resolution and six subsequent Resolutions, the last issued on 
November 29, 1779. Of the roughly $95,000,000 authorized, $50,000,400 was earmarked to be used in exchange for the May 20, 1777 and 
April 11, 1778 issues that were being called for exchange in response to widespread counterfeiting. The denominations included a mixture 
of low denomination notes ($1 through $5) and large denomination notes ($20, $30, $35, $40, $45, $50, $55, $60, $65, $70, and $80). The 
inclusion of so many high denomination notes reflected the continuing depreciation of Continental Currency that reached $40 in paper for 
$1 in specie near the end of this issue. This denomination, which debuted with the January 14, 1779 issue, features a very symbolic emblem 
of a lone tree with the motto VIM PROCELLARUM QUADRENNIUM SUSTINUIT (For four years it has withstood the force of storm). The 
back nature print is of a maple leaf. The note has good color and decent margins with bold signatures of Wister and Caither. A denomination 
that is available up through the AU 58PPQ grade, but then an extreme rarity in the CU grade. At either grading service there is only a PMG

(God and my Right) as well as HONI SOIT QUI MAL Y PENSE (Evil to he who thinks Evil). The top border shows a broad indent with a 
hidden “TWO S” protector and the other three borders display a floral pattern. This note was both the Newman Plate Note as well as being 
color plated in the Ford III catalog. Six thousand Pounds Sterling were authorized from this issue date to replace worn bills. PCGS Banknote 
cites “Small edge repair, Masked stains, Signature redrawn, Serial number redrawn.” The previous March 1, 1734 issue was the first printed 
by Benjamin Franklin. To add some pricing perspective for the more uninitiated collector, if this was the later and much more common June 
1, 1759 Delaware issue, in this state of preservation it would be one of the finest known and worth several thousand dollars. The fact is that 
you can count the survivors from this crushingly rare issue on one hand. This is no doubt the finest example known and will be a source of 
great pride for whomever is so fortunate to survive the melee that will be required to obtain it this evening.

We have auctioned previously only one cut sheet of four on this engraving error Friedberg number that has the signatures reversed of the 
two Treasury officials, Burke and Elliot. In fact, this is the fourth time this uncut sheet has participated in our auctions with the three other 
times being in October 1998, January 2001, and September 2004. These transposed Fr. 37a signature error notes are found only on face plate 
number 1519. The first to report this error was early paper money researcher, author, and collector George Blake. His report can be found on 
page 43 of the February 1921 The Numismatist when these error notes were in circulation.

This $10 Legal 
has made only one other auction appearance in the intervening years and that was in 2014 when it was in a PCGS Currency 66PPQ holder. 
It has been declared as a Gem at every stop that it has made within the collecting community. The latest example that we have offered at this 
third party grade was when we auctioned a PCGS Currency 66PPQ in May 2022 for $24,000 on a $15,000 and up estimate.

163, which 
features the signatures of Blanche K. Bruce and Ellis H. Roberts, was issued in the smallest quantity - just 28,000 notes. Their tenure together 
lasted less than four months between December 1897 and March of 1898, leaving only a small issuing window. With the discovery of this 
example, there are just eight known pieces with two permanently impounded in Federal collections. Auction appearances are rare, with just 
four notes having ever been offered at public sale. The most recent comparable price would be a PMG Extremely Fine 40 note that sold at auction 
three years ago for $28,800. This example is evenly circulated and problem free with no single fold distracting from the eye appeal.

A Spread Eagle New Series 1 $100 from our April 2015 auction of the Eric Newman Collection where it was described as, “In 2006, we 
sold a beautiful example of this very rare Friedberg number. At the time it was believed to be unique, with no precise information about the 
note ensconced in the Eric P. Newman Collection available. Surprisingly, his example was this rare variety, Fr. 167b. It is distinguished by a 
few factors: the Act of March 3, 1863 date; the second of two obligations printed on the back; a single serial number; and finally the imprint 
of a single printer, the National Bank Note Co. As the second of only two examples known, its rarity is reason enough for this piece to be 
a cornerstone of any advanced Large Size type note collection. Aside from the technical differences in the early $100 Legal Tender Notes, 
one can appreciate why it is one of America’s most popular type notes. The widely recognized vignette at left features the heraldic Spread 
Eagle, engraved by Joseph P. Ourdan, hence the notes’ nickname. The historical importance of the eagle’s depiction reflects the tumultuous 
times in which it was issued. Students of numismatic art will notice that the posture of the country’s national bird often corresponds with 
times of war and peace. Engravings of the bald eagle with spread wings on coins and currency are commonly seen at times of conflict; 
during times of relative peace, the eagle is used less often, is shown in flight (Saint Gaudens Double Eagle reverse), or perched (Indian Head 
gold coin reverse engraved by Bela Lyon Pratt). The eagle on this example is still remarkably bold for the grade. The “Spread Eagle” $100s 
are quintessentially American and have been coveted by numismatists for decades. Even wear is noted, and despite some minor issues, this 
piece will be a welcome addition to a fine cabinet.” The population for Fr. 167b has remained at two since April 2015 and we believe that 
it will always remain excessively rare. The details grade is for small repairs, minor edge splits, and pinholes.

The Series 1880 $100 Silver Certificates commenced with those issued during Blanche K. Bruce and James Gilfillan’s joint May 1881 to 
March 1883 tenure. They were in office for less than two years, leaving few notes issued for this first emission that has been designated by 
the Friedbergs as Fr. 172. While eleven examples are known, three are permanently part of institutional collections. However, five of that 
small group are a consecutive run of notes in uncirculated condition that has allowed collectors the opportunity to own an example of this 
type with premium eye appeal. We first offered this lovely note in our 1995 FUN auction, and commented about how its boardwalk margins 
frame a well executed design on this high grade example. In further describing this offering almost 30 years ago, we also stated: “Its only 
defect is a stray ink blot to the right of the note on the allegorical figure of architecture. Because of where it is, the blot is almost totally 
non-distracting. A truly lovely example of a very rare note.” This blot has since been removed rendering a comment on the PMG holder, “Ink 
Lightened.” Last year, we sold a PMG 64 EPQ example for $81,000. Because of the “flaw” on this pretty note, we will be conservative in our 
estimate and let the bidder decide who takes home this trophy note tonight.

PMG makes mentioned of a restoration but, even after close examination, nothing untoward 
can be located. The closest comparable example is a PCGS Extremely Fine 40PPQ note that we sold over eight years ago for $54,050.

Moderately circulated but still retaining some 
body, commensurate with the grade assigned. Probably just about average grade for those known; arguably insignificant considering the 
number of known pieces.” Almost 25 years later, this pleasing mid-grade $100 is one of just 26 examples listed in the census for this 
Friedberg number. It presents a great opportunity for a collector to acquire an attractive example of this rare number without paying the near- 
six figure tariff required to obtain an Uncirculated example. Last January, we sold a repaired PMG Very Fine 25 note for $18,600.

A charming high denomination rarity that has a vignette of Columbus in His Study and a portrait of DeWitt Clinton, who was governor 
of New York during the years of 1825-28 and had earlier served three stints as the mayor of New York City. A puzzling combination of 
personages are found within this design, therefore Clinton and this cataloguer are both scratching their heads in wonderment. The first 
exposure of this note to the collecting community that we could find was on a 1980 fixed price list. It was later consigned to our January 
2001 Winter Auction and then, it reappeared in our 2013 FUN auction when it realized $176,250. Track & Price lists 15 different serial 
numbers for this Friedberg number with only one piece part of an institutional collection. However, only half of those 14 Fr. 187j notes have 
appeared at auction in the past 25 years. Demand at auction is always fierce for this number and we expect more of the same for this nicely 
centered within balanced margins example that also sports excellent color and plenty of eye appeal.

We have auctioned this rare James Monroe $100 note once before, and that was at our May 2000 Spring Auction. Its last auction appearance 
occurred in 2007. Track & Price has recorded a paltry 13 serial numbers for Fr. 342. This population figure has remained constant since 
at least 1997, however, the two major censuses each have a single serial number the other lacks. Three of those notes that both censuses 
agree on are in government collections, with two pieces residing at the Federal Reserve Bank of San Francisco, and a third example calls 
the Smithsonian Institution home. We examined this $100 Silver in detail in the year 2000 before the advent of third party grading and 
described the restoration that is now mentioned on the PMG back label. The restoration is not readily visible from the face, but backlighting 
the back, reveals at top an added margin from another note. This addition does improve the overall aesthetics of the current example. The 
last Fr. 342 that we offered was a PMG VF 20 repaired piece that achieved a winning bid of $45,600 at our FUN 2023 auction. We believe 
in today’s hobby atmosphere, that our current offering will have a nice run at that figure.

The 1891 Series $100 Silver Certificates continued the use of James Monroe’s portrait on the face, but switched to a much more open back 
design in keeping with the design philosophies of the 1890s. 52 Series 1891 $100 Silvers are known to collectors, which includes both the 
Rosecrans-Nebeker and Tillman-Morgan signature combinations. Of these, 31 are the Tillman-Morgan signature combination. However, 
that is not the true number available to the collecting community as a half a dozen are in the possession of the Smithsonian Institution, the 
Federal Reserve Banks of Chicago, San Francisco (2), and the Baltimore Branch of the Richmond FRB (2).The overall appearance of this 
example is solid for the grade, with dark inking and a bright red seal. Most importantly, it exhibits just problem free wear whereas many of 
its counterparts have various flaws. Two years ago, we sold a PCGS Banknote Very Fine 25 with a tear and ink bleed through for $26,400. 
This solid, flawless piece should do significantly better.

The handling is minor and virtually 
innocuous on this $5 Treasury. The central vignette depicting General George Thomas retains wonderfully crisp detail with battle flags and 
weapons partially encircling the portrait. Thomas was a Virginian who remained loyal to the Union. Besides being known as the “Rock of 
Chickamauga” for his defense at the Battle of Chickamauga on September 18-20, 1863, he was also known as “Slow Trot Thomas,” “Old 
Slow Trot,” and “Pap” due to being a slow, deliberate general. He died at the Presidio of San Francisco of a stroke on March 28, 1870. In 
2021, another PCGS 58PPQ Fr. 364 realized $7,800.

Treasury 
Notes were only issued for a short time after the change and far fewer were issued than of the 1890 Series. The design change 
occurred for the $1,000 denomination also, creating one of the ultimate rarities. The 1891 $1,000 Treasury Note with the open back 
is unique in collector hands and sold ten years ago for $2.5 million. 


This exceedingly rare type note is often overlooked in favor of the coveted “Watermelon” type. However, it is much scarcer, as according 
to the latest census, a total of thirteen surviving examples makes it outnumbered by its $100 “Watermelon” sibling by a factor of almost 
three to one. Also, the number of thirteen surviving examples is misleading, since nearly half of the notes are unavailable and part of 
permanent institutional collections. The last outing for for an example of this Friedberg was in our recent FUN auction when a restored PMG 
Very Fine 25 note realized $168,000. PMG mentions restorations which are reinforced corners and a little bit of margin work. The body of 
the note is essentially unaffected, leaving the design details as they were printed.

817a’s currently listed in the census show black stamped or black engraved signatures, so it is anyone’s 
guess as to how rare this variety truly is. We do know for certain that it is very rare with just a few likely extant. The paper is bold as are the 
stamped signatures.” We used that description in October 2012 when this note realized $9,987.50, and later brought $13,200 in our June 
2018 auction. Census figures for this number are relatively useless as misattribution runs rampant for Kansas City $10 FRBNs. What we can 
say is that this is a scarce note in any of its varieties, as the census totals 31 for all three Friedberg numbers.

A superior note for the grade as this attractive example has the appearance of an even higher grade through the third party encapsulation. Its 
light handling has earned it the highly sought after EPQ grade modifier. Other desirable merits observed are dark inks, white paper, and broad 
margins. The latter merit reveals three paper guide line markers on this plate letter C piece and they are located at top center and at both 
upper left and upper right on the back. Track & Price has documented a total of only five examples, with that miniscule population number 
holding steady since 2011.

A “first” like the error in this lot is always hard to estimate. We believe that the best note for comparison purposes is the only known 
mismatched serial number large size National Bank Note as reported in the Sullivan second edition and Bart fourth edition error 
note references. That mismatched serial error is a $10 Series 1902 Plain Back on the First National Bank of Sabina, Ohio, charter number 
8411, grading PMG VF 20. We auctioned that example for $16,800 in January 2023. We would not be surprised in the least if our current 
offering surpasses that amount and joins another comprehensive error collection.
